“Two items there are this problem which are 
met solve: What the product worth? and What 
man worth? and two principles will work out the solu- 
tion: ‘No respect persons’ and ‘Do the same things unto 
them.’

The recent—and the impending—history 
Dictatorships Europe tragically illustrates this. 


THE cartoonists are wont picture certain kind 
rich man pig bloated with fat. seems vulgar and 
cruel. Yet the cartoonists are the most truthful all 
reporters. And with apologies for the cruelty the 
simile, are they far wrong this? The great fat pig 
waddles across the field search something more 
eat, and grow fatter. That all does the world, 
grow fatter. And what end? eaten, after all 
the fat has been fried out him. the money grubber 
who grows richer the world and does nothing else. 
His end eaten, after all the fat fried out! When 
that done, the world forgets him does the prize 
pig that goes market. 

The quest money for its own sake not different 
from the quest the fat pig for something more eat. 


“LAYING wrath against the day wrath.” Such 
storage process progress just now, and its day 
judgment will not tarry long. The newspaper, more than 
any other agency enterprise, rests upon public opinion, 
under the dominance Public Opinion. That capri- 
cious and arrogant Dame sways scepter than which 
there none this world mightier. the Press lose 
the confidence Public Opinion that longer 
trusted truthful its representations; attempt 
mold Public Opinion misrepresentation the facts, 
loses something not regained generation. 

The pretended representation public opinion 
nearly all the public press America the prohibi- 
tion issue not only absolutely false picture, but 
known even those who would like believe 
true. Every succeeding Congress drier than the 
preceding one, and the last Presidential campaign can 
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neither forgotten nor camouflaged. The Press has 
bartered away the good will Public Opinion and for 


what? 


“THE claim without prejudice itself preju- 
dice.” reveals superiority complex, alias, ordinary, 
plebeian, egotistic conceit. one can discuss any sub- 
ject without presuppositions, things assumed true, 
prejudices. otherwise, one must begin the begin- 
ning every discussion, with the result that one would 
ever able reach conclusions anything. speech 
could more than get started; book reach beyond 
the introduction; teacher get down out the clouds 
philosophy out the subterranean depths 
metaphysics deal with the practical realities life. 

Let all get rid this insufferable conceit religious 
discussions, that ourselves are without presupposition, 
and admit the assumption some fundamental things 
begin with—but which fundamental things? 


THE perennial denunciation the duplication small 
congregations community with again; looms 
ever often—or oftener. There are individual in- 
stances small church organizations maintained rea- 
son the obstinacy individuals who will not unite with 
anybody and would only make mixture alkali and 
acid, they did. The same true business, and 
sociological matters well. 

But that multiplied small congregations are unmiti- 
gated evil, financially and spiritually, assumption 
that overlooks the fundamental difference between Church 
economics and business economics. When the great Dr. 
John Hall was pastor the Fifth Avenue Church, New 
York City, friend came him and said, “Dr. Hall, 
wish come and bring family your congrega- 
tion.” not it,” was the reply, “you are person 
ability for much usefulness Christian have 
long waiting list such persons whom cannot 
assign any opportunity for such service. Unite with some 
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small congregation where you will helpful both ser- 
vice and liberality.” 

Here emerges principle meet this persistent outcry 
against small church organizations. The economic prob- 
lem the Church not get work done the least 
expenditure men and money, but set the greatest 
number people work and cultivate the grace 
liberality. Both these are necessary order that Chris- 
tians may continue alive. They must “so love give,” 
and “faith without works dead unemployment fatal 
it.

INTRODUCTION 


interesting find oneself the footpaths his- 
tory. That may trite enough saying, but the ex- 
perience vividly realistic. The experience has been ours 
Tell Beit Mirsim. Robinson, the great pioneer 
Palestinian research modern times and the father 
scientific archaeology Bible lands, passed this way 
from the Sinai peninsula toward Jerusalem and central 
and northern Palestine. established quite friendly re- 
lations with the great sheikh all the region from the 
borders Egypt point midway between Hebron and 
Jerusalem and crossing the land from sea sea, Abd er- 
Rahman. The explorer speaks him most favorable 
terms, sharply contrast the reputation which 
gives Abu Ghosh, the bandit robber chieftain the 
north. Thus the pathway history through this land 
marked; now our feet have been following that path. 
not simply that are working the same region; 
far beyond that. Abd er-Rahman had two sons, they 
were the “sons the giants,” big towering sons the 
desert. Sons one these are the present genera- 
tion. One them received feast this year. The 
Mukhtar this district invited his great sprawling 
tent the mountain top. reclined there his com- 
fortable couches for some hours the cool breezes and 
feasted upon the “fat the land.” Now this Mukhtar 
still command the tribe grandson Abd er- 
Rahman. appearance, every inch prince who, 
dressed the vogue and well groomed, would attract

our footsteps this pathway easier bring our- 
selves, imagination, associate with Othniel and with 
Caleb and with Joshua and far beyond them with Abra- 
ham himself. 

PREPARATION 


archaeological expedition does not just happen; 
successful there must preparation—preparation 
with capital 

The organization for this expedition has been affected 
the general tendency institutions toward centraliza- 
tion agencies; Xenia Seminary, for two seasons past 
engaged these excavations, united with Pittsburg Semi- 
nary and the work excavation continued under the 
patronage Pittsburg-Xenia Seminary co-operation 
with the American School. Then this co-operation with 
the American School Oriental Research has also under- 
gone some change: the director field operations this 
archaeological work, Dr. Albright, was formerly 
also the director the American School Jerusalem. 
Thus the co-operation with the school was simply natural 
rather than formal. Now Dr. Albright the head 
the department Semitic Philology Johns Hopkins 
University and Dr. McCown director the Ameri- 
can School Jerusalem. now this expedition really 
joint expedition the Pittsburg-Xenia Seminary and 
the American School Oriental Research Jerusalem. 

The source the funds has also been somewhat 
changed and has made the organization more formal. 
The board management the American Schools made 
this work generous and much appreciated appropria- 
tion. Individual members the staff secured from friends 
some $800, the remainder the fund about $7,000 
was contributed the name the Pittsburg-Xenia Semi- 
nary.

campaign. 

With Dr. McCown, director the American 
School Jerusalem ex-officio member, and Major Rich- 
mond, head the Antiquities Department the Pales- 
tinian Government, and Pere Vincent Ecole St. Etienne 
consultative members, the field staff was follows: the 
president the staff, formerly, Dr. Kyle, now 
professor emeritus Pittsburg-Xenia Seminary; the di- 
rector field operations Dr. Albright Johns 
Hopkins University; Dr. James Kelso, professor 
Semitics and Archaeology Pittsburg-Xenia Seminary;

company curiosity seekers scientific junket—it 
always has something that enthusiastic character— 
but also school training that, while its task 
discover and discuss, also cultivate specialists 
Bible lands lore, all which rests upon the idea, trite 
among field archaeologists here and little known the 
homeland, that true Orientalist can made the 
Occident. The atmosphere there fatal; the Bible 
Oriental book which can seen aright only eyes that 
have acquired the Oriental focus. have only ob- 
serve the Oriental America Europe understand 
from his blunders how little the Occidental with his west- 
ern conception things fits into the Oriental life. 

addition this fundamental difference between the 
Orient and the Occident, this Land the Book 
startling paradoxes; with about 150 kinds trees, 
still treeless land; with some kinds birds, 
often said land without birds.

These two 
sections fact lay side side, the second one west 
the first, and thus the finds this year each stratum 
went down through the debris must joined with 
the same stratum 1928. addition this work 
also began again the work near the west gate, which was 
the same first level the top the mound. Another 
preliminary work had done before could com- 
plete the section that began 1928; the debris taken 
out that time had piled the mound before 
the work the next section the west could carried 
successfully. That heap debris had moved. 
One constant difficulty and additional expense has here- 
tofore been this necessity for handling the debris twice, 
because had permanent place where could 
When the section worked 1928 carried 
completely the bottom and surveyed and leveled and 
photographed and recorded, then will have place 
dump some the debris the next section. 

Having disposed these preliminary things, are 
now ready describe the actual excavations this year 
the mound the old fortress Tell Beit Mirsim and 
make clear also the relations this year’s discoveries 
the archaeological history revealed this place. Culture 
Palestine Canaanite and Israelite times very like 
one those glass charts the geological ages the 
earth which are arranged show the various strata 
the different geological periods, one below the other from 
the latest back the earliest times, that one may look 
right down through all them and see them below each 
other regular order. The layers debris this tell 
lie one immediately below another regular order from 
top bottom. While the layers are not transparent, one 
may, imagination, visualize them look down 
through them from the latest the kings Judah the 
earliest the Canaanite times 2,000 even vies 
with geology the number the strata. mound 
ten cities. Kirjath-sepher was itself decapolis. 

However, may not the outset look down from the 
top the bottom, but will study the ruin instead ex- 
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amining layer layer from the bottom upward, build- 
up, speak, the ancients did through the ages; 
thus very brief space time may get glimpse 
the history that was millenniums the making, until 
last may able look down through the layers 
from top bottom. The different strata have been la- 
beled with the letters the alphabet, from from 
top bottom. These strata are very unequally divided 
between the various ages culture covering the period 
from 2,000 600 The Early Bronze Age has only 
one very distinct layer that exclusively Early Bronze. 
The Middle Bronze has, all six strata, including two 
the earlier times which represent transition period 
from the Early Bronze the Middle Bronze, while four 
the six are distinctly Middle Bronze. The Late Bronze, 
Early Iron and Early Iron II, have each one stratum, 
making ten cities all. These ten cities are all sepa- 
rated one from the other burnt levels. 

Palestinian culture Canaanite and Israelite times, 
revealed the great fortress Kirjath-sepher, presents 
entrancing history human progress the 
world, with religious implications. 

After the preliminary clearing away the rubbish, 
which was filled the close the work 1928 
order allow the farmers plant their crops this part 
the mound, the real work excavation began and the 
history the city may described follows:—In the 
dim vistas the third millennium there was city 
here. Doubtless Canaanites visited the place, pitched their 
sprawling tents and squatted for the night the moun- 
tain top, where they got the sea breezes. Occasionally 
find their flint knives and other implements, perhaps 
also little their pottery, the earliest forms the 
Early Bronze pottery. was looking over lot those 
fragments few minutes ago. They back well beyond 
2,000 But this mountain top was conspicuous 
place, itself good watch tower, thus place for de- 
fense the great valley south and north and, indeed, 
isolated the arable valleys the east and west. 
just such place would appeal the eye any strate- 
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gist and such chosen the world over place for 
fortress. Without clearing away the great rough stones 
smoothing them the least, they made little later 
their first construction here between the crevices, and 
now level places among the rocks. This was still before 
2,000 The potsherds which came out that first 
city, which have just been examining, are still distinctly 
the earliest Bronze types. The rough, projecting ledge 
handles, the crimped ledge handles, the inverted rims, and 
the great, coarse, strong pottery with flat bottoms are dis- 
tinctly that age and exactly the same those found 
1924 Bab the high place the Cities the 
Plain. This first village Kirjath-sepher grew 
town, but the town was not yet fortified city; there was 
wall which any trace yet remains. 

Then permanent houses began built. The place 
was somewhat cleared the rocks and strong walls were 
erected. Before there was any great city wall, each house 
naturally must wall unto itself, great court with 
strong walls enclosing preparations for the comfort 
the people and the horses, with brazier for cooking pur- 
poses. one brazier was found little store chick 
peas thoroughly roasted, but still retaining their form; 
and the curiosity seekers thought they still retained their 
taste! The strong wall which surrounded the court 
further indicated the door which led from the outside 
and gave entrance it. There was still the large 
door socket. certainly carried heavy door. These 
walls and door thus provided the protection lacking before 
the construction the great city wall. 

the later Early Bronze Age there was traced the 
ruins burned level, which gave gruesome evidence 
the destruction this first city. The stratum next above 
(I) shows marked characteristics the Early Bronze 
pottery still remaining; but this case later forms 
that pottery and now mingled with the beginning the 
incoming the thin, delicate pottery and bowls cari- 
nated shape distinctive the Middle Bronze Age. This 
same mingling Early Bronze and Middle Bronze pot- 
tery continues also through the next supervening layer 
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(H). indicates very clearly, what was found also 
the Moabite ruins 1924, that the Middle Bronze Age 
came in, not much sudden catastrophe and change, 
infiltration somewhat independent violence, 
though sometimes accompanied it. Above these two 
layers debris are, still the Middle Bronze Age dis- 
tinctively, four cities running from The types 
the Early Bronze, being displaced the incoming the 
Middle Bronze, were displaced, first slowly and then 
more rapidly, from these four cities onward the 
stratum. Thus period from three four hundred 
years the city was burned six times. All this occurred 
the Hyksos period Egyptian history. There ever 
increasing evidence turmoil throughout the whole Near 
East that period; these many burnings here are part 
that evidence. Whoever the Hyksos were, and from 
whatever place they came, there was age turmoil 
this land Canaan while these invaders were Egypt. 
The only exception their general hostility seems 
their friendliness toward the Israelites, when they went 
down into Egypt. This friendliness also about the most 
tangible clew that have the origin and ethnic char- 
acter the Hyksos. They and the Israelites were near 
enough each other ethnically, least nationally, 
friendly, when every other hand was against the Hyk- 
sos. must not, however, deceived these burned 
levels about every fifty years. There not civilized 
nation earth today that can count fifty years the 
average between its wars; and border lands like Alsace- 
Lorraine have had devastation well léss than every 
fifty years for the last three centuries. Perhaps this land 
Canaan, like Alsace-Lorraine, was coveted and dis- 
puted region, as, indeed, know was, the bridge 
ancient nations between Asia and Africa, that came 
times great conflict kind “no man’s land.” 
Certain that the peculiar pottery shapes, especially 
the carinated bowl, together with the fine clay and work- 
manship, characteristic this Middle Bronze Age 
Palestine, was also found among the islands the Medi- 
terranean, the Hittite remains Asia Minor, and 
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finally among the Greek remains the region Troy. 
All these things, seen the great museum Istan- 
boul, shed streaks light across this dark page history, 
but not determine for who among these many peo- 
ples originated this pottery whether they all alike got 
from some other people. 

The Canaanite idol discovered 1928 was found this 
Middle Bronze level the last, latest the cities 
the Middle Bronze Age. had fallen down into the first 
floor house there which gave promise greatness 
and interest perhaps palace atemple. This season, 
excavating another section the city the west 
that excavated 1928, came the last week that level 
and found that great house. was, indeed, pretentious 
construction. There were great walks, although the house 
was not very great extent. were unable, how- 
ever, determine whether was palace temple. 
had been ruthlessly broken and burned, after being com- 
pletely pillaged. did not yield the ordinary remains 
found houses this old fortress: such things loom 
weights and common pottery were most conspicuous 
their absence the debris. thought find things 
elegance, perhaps jewelry; but such had been carried 
away stolen the time the siege. There was almost 
nothing indicate the life lived this home except 
rather elaborate kitchen and store room and beautiful 
set dice! They did not camouflage their gambling, but 
did undiluted fashion without resorting bridge 
parties speculation. 

With the next city above, that the Late Bronze Age, 
the Hyksos domination disappears, though some Hyksos 
pottery forms still remain, especially the black juglets. 
The evil dominating influence, however, which had for 
long made itself felt throughout this region, had passed 
away. Another influence, also mentioned the Egyptian 
records, appears and for time predominates. The “sea 
people,” emigrants from Cyprus and the Greek coast 
Asia Minor, are now everywhere manifest. 

The Middle Bronze level closed ultimately with dread- 
ful catastrophe. usual great conflagration and 
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the utter destruction the city, the renewed occupation 
was not this case quite immediate rapid, but slowly 
the Late Bronze deposits pottery appear. The stag- 
gering Cypro-Phoenician wine juglets, bilbils similar 
pattern for perfume, characteristic that age all along 
the Palestinian coast from the North the South, now 
appear. With them also the beautiful decorated My- 
cenean pottery, and pots with the wishbone shaped han- 
and stirrup shaped handles. addition this pot- 
tery evidence some cultural evidence concerning the 
religion the people. libation table beautiful lime- 
stone and decorated with the image lion and two 
cubs was probably used Canaanite altar; but the altar 
have not found. Egyptian motif, but char- 
acteristic Palestinian style. Whether not the artist 
was humorist, least gave very comical and quiz- 
zical expression the face the lion. Egyptian scarabs 
also appear, some them crude Palestinian imitations 
the real thing. One, however, was exquisitely 
engraved royal scarab Amenophis III. does show 
conclusively that, the time, was used some repre- 
sentative the Egyptian government this city and that 
the city was still under the Egyptian government some 
sense. If, some think, the Exodus took place the 
reign Amenophis III, even before that, this seal 
scarab, unquestionably representing the royal authority 
Kirjath-sepher, would very troublesome anomaly. 
the debris the next city above. the first Israelite city 
built after the taking the city Othniel, leave the 
Bronze Age behind and enter the Iron Age. great 
burned layer separates the debris the Late Bronze Age 
from the first city the Iron Age noted two years 
ago 1928. All debris below this level peculiarly 
Canaanite, evidenced the pottery, while above this 
layer, the later cities this mound, everything the 
debris Israelite; the Canaanite material entirely dis- 
appears. Thus the Israelites under Joshua, with the 
immediate leadership Othniel, plainly began their ca- 
reer this point. this age also, during the time the 
Judges and the Kings the monarchy, the influence 
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the people” quite manifest, especially under the 
name the Philistines, which the “sea people” ultimately 
came Palestine. They occupied the southern part 
the Palestinian coast. Here they dwelt and became 
great and persisted later ages and gave their name 
the land. Even the Old Testament Prophets call the land 
Palestina. The Romans adopted the name and, despite 
the far more important history Israel the land, the 
name has persisted the present time, Palestine—Philis- 
tine land. Much Philistine pottery, imitation Philistine 
city the incoming Israelites was but squatter settle- 
ment, very imperfectly planned and built city. Much 
the place was given grain pits and some 
left unoccupied. The pottery shows pre-Philistine in- 
fluence, when the Israelites first came in, followed 
Philistine period, when the Philistine pottery was very 
plentiful, and closed with post-Philistine period, when 
Israelite pottery began assert its own peculiarities 
little more. 

Between the city the Judges and the monarchy and 
the city the Kings Judah, the last city built here, 
great burned level left Shishak when destroyed 
the fenced cities Judah. The poor culture the city 
the time the Judges doubtless part due the 
terrific devastation wrought Shishak taking the city. 
had not destroyed much the city that age, 
should able find more. Now from Rehoboam 
onward still clearly defined and well planned indus- 
trial city. had great walls and gates and towers. 
Within were many dye houses for the wool-dyeing in- 
dustry, and addition the almost universal presence 
looms the houses, the factory system was clearly 
vogue, showed the great building found ’26, 
which were very large number looms and dye 
house complete the factory. Evidences the indus- 
trial life and great quantities the fine ring-burnished 
pottery this age rewarded our efforts uncovering 
this city. Houses were large and well laid out. Chariot 
streets ran through the city, besides many little streets 
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among the houses. There were least three levels 
this city the 300 years during the course its con- 
tinuance. 1928 found steps leading from the 
houses the chariot street, revealing the elevation the 
street the accumulation debris. This year have 
found, what had surmised before, that sometimes they 
overcame this difficulty putting new threshold 
the house with steps from the rooms with the 
placing new floor. 

Great quantities pottery and further evidences the 
civic life this city appeared our work this year. Most 
these things simply added new illustrations the in- 
dustrial life the city the Kings Judah described 
the report our work 1928. not necessary 
repeat them here. 


HISTORICAL PARALLELS 


The supreme test historical accuracy and trust- 
worthiness not chronological scheme, but historical 
parallels. Chronological data are mathematical and pecu- 
liarly liable mistakes figures and the violent 
manipulation figures; historical parallels, being not 
reckonings, but events and beyond the reach collusion, 
are veracious degree incredible mere chronology. 
Herein lies the unique evidential value the parallels 
between the history culture Palestine and other na- 
tions and the Biblical history, between pottery chron- 
ology and the order and sequence Biblical events. 

recounting the historical parallels, which have 
been specifically brought forward our work and co- 
ordinated with others the same field, the result much 
work many workers, will fitting close for this 
review the campaign 1930 Tell Beit Mirsim. 
Some reiteration facts already presented the study 
able thus considering what has been found. 

Parallel The destruction the Cities the Plain— 
and “the great the civilization the Jordan 
valley. considerable portion the record the catas- 
trophe which came the cities the plain very pat- 
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ently revelation, making known what God was doing, 
drawing aside the veil between the seen and the un- 
seen, allowing look behind the scenes. While this 
true, there are also recorded the account many the 
elements and events nature which purport be, not 
immediate revelation, but record human affairs, 
things this world. may not expect any historical 
parallels that which wholly revelation, but the 
natural events connected with the catastrophe and re- 
corded the narrative, may reasonably expect find 
some parallel history round about. The discoveries made 
the high place the cities the plain Bab ed-Dra’a 
1924 afford opportunity comparison with other 
history round about certainly the ruins Pom- 
peii and Herculaenium. The cultural history the Jor- 
dan valley reveals exactly such break that same Early 
Bronze Age shown Bab The progress 
civilization down the Jordan valley has been carefully 
traced Albright, Garstang, Fisher and Vincent. (Con- 
sult Explorations Sodom.) The civilization began the 
Early Bronze Age and continued, with more less ir- 
regularity, different places down even New Testa- 
ment times and one two instances the present. 
Hazor ceased with the destruction that city under 
Joshua and the ruins there show pottery later times. 
They thus parallel the Biblical statement concerning the 
destruction Joshua. Beth Yerah likewise was built 
the Early Bronze Age and abandoned very early, prob- 
ably being superseded Beth-shean the more strategic 
position the Plain Esdraelon. Beth-shean and Jericho 
were occupied very early times and continuously down 
New Testament times. The plain where the cities 
the plain stood was also occupied the earliest times 
the Early Bronze Age. The earliest types the pottery 
were found the high place Bab ed-Dra’a. Then comes 
the “great break” the civilization the plain, exactly 
such should expected from such catastrophe 
recorded Genesis the Cities the Plain, that for 
twenty-five hundred years thereafter there trace 
civilization the plain, there trace history 
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this region the Biblical record the Old Testament 
the New even secular history, except some men- 
tion the ruins there classical writers. The heights 
Moab were occupied, the heights Judah Messada 
were occupied, but the plain was abandoned until later 
centuries climatic influences had washed out the salt and 
sulphur and “the captivity Sodom was restored.” 

Thus have exact parallel between the Biblical rec- 
ord the destruction the Cities the Plain and the 
cultural record shown the pottery the Jordan valley. 

Parallel The “great the Early Bronze 
Age Kirjath-sepher. The “great break” took place 
the Early Bronze Age before the beginning the incom- 
ing the Middle Bronze, evidenced the pottery 
Bab ed-Dra’a. the plain, civilization ended that 
point the history culture, not revived there for 
2500 years. 

The excavations Tell Beit Mirsim, the ancient Kir- 
jath-sepher, present long unbroken view the history 
culture Palestine from the most typical and distinct 
types pottery the Early Bronze Age before 2000 
down the end Early Iron II, little after 600 
The types pottery the Early Bronze Age 
Kirjath-sepher are exactly those the Early Bronze Age 
Bab ed-Dra’a. There are the same crimped ledge han- 
dles, the same inverted rims, the same coarse, but strong 
pottery. fact the pottery these two places are 
exactly the same stage cultural development the 
Early Bronze Age. Here, then, Kirjath-sepher an- 
other historical parallel. the very time the “great 
break” the Jordan valley, when the cities the plain 
were destroyed, the earliest city here this mountain top 
was standing, the beginning the great fortress Kir- 
jath-sepher. 

Parallel The Early Bronze Age Kirjath-sepher— 
with the XIIth and early XIIIth Dynasties Egypt. 
Thus far have been seeing the peculiar phases the 
Early Bronze age displayed Bab ed-Dra’a and Kirjath- 
sepher merely cultural data, without making any at- 
tempt determine chronological dates and, indeed, with- 
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out adequate evidence for such determination. This par- 
allel will enable take step forward. The peculiar 
types the Early Bronze Age found Bab ed-Dra’a and 
also Kirjath-sepher were likewise found Gezer 
Macalister. the same stratum, this latter place, 
were found the scarabs this XIIth and early XIIIth 
Dynasties. The Pharaohs these dynasties can defi- 
nitely dated very early the 19th century These 
facts lead directly the fourth parallel. 

Parallel The time the XIIth and XIIIth Dynasties 
—and the story Abraham and Lot. Here for the first 
time something definiteness chronology comes into 
the Biblical record this part the patriarchal history. 
Since the Early Bronze Age Bab ed-Dra’a and Kirjath- 
sepher and “first Semitic stratum” Gezer are all con- 
temporaneous with the XIIth and beginning the XIIIth 
Dynasties Egypt here the 19th century C., the 
story Abraham and Lot and the destruction the 
cities the plain the Jordan valley are also the 
beginning the 19th century our discoveries 
the plain 1924 reckoned the destruction about 
the beginning the 18th century. This now seen 
too late. was early the 19th century, not 
far from 2000 long controversy has been waged 
among Assyriologists the date the early dynas- 
ties Babylon, and the time the call and 
migration Abraham. The tendency now place that 
event late the 20th century early the 19th. 
With this, now seen, the discoveries Palestinian 
culture quite agree. Perhaps this near exact 
chronological data for this period can ever reached, 
These historical parallels are conclusive for the accuracy 
the historical records those real events, and are 
not likely ever seriously disputed. 

Parallel Abraham and Lot—645 years before the 
Exodus. The date the Abraham and Lot episode 
now pretty definitely settled near the beginning the 
19th century The Biblical data for the computation 
time from Abraham onward the Exodus and the con- 
quest are not complete nor very definite. Still, esti- 
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mated time many different chronologers reaches prac- 
tically consensus opinion about 645 years between 
these points history. Another interesting parallel may 
set over against these data; the burning the city 
Kirjath-sepher Othniel the time the conquest 
most definitely determined having been the begin- 
ning the Iron Age (BIBLIOTHECA SACRA, Oct., 1928, 
1275 C.) which Palestine has been determined 
the work Sir Flinders Petrie the iron smelting fur- 
naces Gerar. the Exodus must have occurred some 
half century previous (40 years the wilderness and 
about years Palestine before the taking Kirjath- 
sepher) the Exodus would have taken place about 1325, 
which just 645 years after the early part the 19th 
century. must admitted that not all these dates 
are yet settled the satisfaction everybody, notwith- 
standing the historical parallel just recorded. close 
enough, however, most interesting and even striking. 

Parallel The social and political conditions the 
days Lot—and similar conditions the Abrahamic 
age Kirjath-sepher and later Gibeah, and contrast 
with the totally different conditions the 8th and 7th 
centuries 

The warning was given Lot two men, really angels, 
who came him near the end the day. They proposed 
abide for the night the street; but Lot knew the men 
Sodom too well and was unwilling that these strangers 
should subjected the danger indignity. 
invited them come and abide his house. They 
did so, but mob collected outside and battered the 
door but did not effect entrance. The door was mob- 
proof. Just such house appeared the ruins Kirjath- 
sepher the city the Abrahamic age. was large, 
well-furnished court with arrangements for preparing 
food, well for heating, for the comfort the in- 
mates. This house had strong walls and the doorway 
toward the street which was hung heavy door. The 
great door socket revealing the weight the door was 
still situ. Thus the story Lot and the angels and 
the mob exactly fits the sociological and political con- 
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ditions the times. There was evidently not very good 
police protection. The same conditions are revealed 
the tragic scenes Gibeah the slaughter the Ben- 
jamites. This occurred Early Iron that age 
shown the B-level Kirjath-sepher still the great 
door sockets revealing heavy doors, the time Lot 
Sodom. 

The significance these facts becomes once appa- 
rent when note the conditions prevailing the middle 
the period the Kings Judah, the 8th and 7th cen- 
turies. The city that time Kirjath-sepher very 
clearly and completely revealed us. The house walls 
show nearly every door both from the street and between 
rooms, but door sockets are practically unknown, and even 
wherever found all, are very small, showing only light 
door. Evidently the city was safe place live; police 
protection was good, that social customs house build- 
ing provided only archways and perhaps curtains the 
doorways. Such accurate reflection social and politi- 
cal customs the days Lot could only provided 
being some way documented time when such con- 
ditions existed. Written only the 8th 7th century, 
certainly would have reflected the totally different con- 
ditions life belonging those later times. They had 
then thought making doors resist mobs. 

Parallel The dim vision the “pest” Egypt— 
and the turmoil the Hkysos times, Middle Bronze Age 
Kirjath-sepher. The ethnic name the Hyksos 
never given the Egyptians their account the reign 
these foreign peoples. They call them opprobrious 
epithets, among which the “pest,” which, the story 
Joseph, translated “abomination” (Hebrew toabah). 
With the expulsion the hated Hyksos rulers the Egypt- 
ians, their national pride, sought obliterate every 
trace that people, that only indirectly that 
are able learn much concerning them. Indeed the his- 
torical picture these troublous times, have only dim 
vision uncertain character that portion history, 
but always enough that may know that the time was 
indeed troubled. 
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Kirjath-sepher the Middle Bronze Age presents 
not one city, but six. The debris continuous suc- 
cession burned levels with beds charcoal, deep layers 
lime and calcined That this was the period 
the Hyksos attested the many pieces pottery 
the Hyksos type, especially small black juglets and still 
more particularly the Hyksos scarabs. These things 
throughout the Middle Bronze period also immediately 
succeed that Early Bronze period which synchronizes 
with the XIIth and XIIIth dynasties Egypt and the 
many burnings the Middle Bronze Age show con- 
dition turmoil Palestine which exactly agrees with 
what known Hyksos times. 

Parallel The invasion the peoples” recorded 
Egyptian history—and the Cypro-Phoenician and the 
Mycenaean pottery the Late Bronze Age Palestine. 

This invasion “the sea peoples” was not much 
invasion peaceful penetration. took place the 
long period from the 15th century onward the begin- 
ning the Israelite occupation. These foreigners came 
from the islands the Mediterranean and from the ad- 
joining coastland and settled the corresponding coast- 
land the eastern end the sea. first they came 
point along the Phoenician shore and later, and more 
permanently, along the lower Canaanite coast toward the 
border Egypt. this region was that they came 
called the Philistines from the Egyptian name these 
incomers, Pulisati. Strange say their name was taken 
the Prophets (Isa. 14:29, 31) and given the land 
“Palestina.” Later was taken over the Romans 
and has persisted the present time the name the 
land the form “Palestine.” 

Now the influence these “sea peoples,” usually called 
the Philistine influence, was felt for many centuries 
Canaanite and then Israelite history. the provi- 
dence God they were teachers the arts and crafts 
the Israelites and the study the pottery Early 
Iron the time the Judges, customary dis- 
tinguish pre-Philistine period when the Israelites first 
came and made their own pottery, and the Philistine 
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period, when they copied Philistine designs, and the post- 
Philistine period when they more fully developed their 
own ceramics. This influence most patently and abund- 
antly shown many places Palestine, well 
Kirjath-sepher. There are the Cypro-Phoenician wine 
juglets and bilbils for perfume and also the strange, some- 
times garish, decorations known distinctively Philis- 
tine. Thus the cultural history this late Bronze Age 
and Early Iron exactly paralleled the Egyptian 
records the incoming these 

Parallel The well-known desert life Israel—and 
the squatter settlements Kirjath-sepher after the con- 
quest. 

The bearing the life deprivation which the Israel- 
ites lived for years the wilderness upon the subse- 
quent life the land has already been alluded the 
record the excavations (BIBLIOTHECA SACRA, Oct., 
1928). The refugees from Egypt were undoubtedly highly 
skilled workmen slaves that land, according the 
representation the Biblical record and the declaration 
Merenptah concerning the Asiatic slaves, and fully 
illustrated the remains Egypt which show what 
Egyptian workmen could that age. But these refu- 
gees became the wilderness very primitive people for 
years, living distinctly nomadic life. Whatever they 
gained religion and statecraft their years tuition 
under Moses, they certainly did not learn agriculture 
craftsmanship any kind. the years those who 
already had such training died and the rising generation 
did not learn, having opportunity. keeping with 
the Biblical representation, they lost their arts and crafts 
the wilderness. Kirjath-sepher, the city the 
Canaanites the Late Bronze Age which was destroyed 
the Israelites under Othniel, was well laid out and 
well built city. The rebuilding the Israelites after the 
conquest was largely mere squatter settlement. Only 
occasionally something regularity comes into the city 
plans. Much space within the walls was given 
grain pits. Thus the remains culture this place 
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that age are exactly keeping with the stage their 
culture revealed the Biblical record. 

Parallel 10. The entrance the Israelites into Pales- 
tine the beginning the Iron Age—and the Amenophis 
scarab Kirjath-sepher. has been unmistakably es- 
tablished here Kirjath-sepher that the Israelites came 
and took the city the beginning the Iron Age, 
which points very sharply the late date the Exodus 
the time Merenptah, instead the earlier date under 
Amenophis III before, vigorously contended 
some. are many difficulties connected with this 
question, whether one espouses the late date the early 
date, that every historical parallel bearing upon the 
lends special interest. Here Kirjath-sepher 
the C-level, which represents the Late Bronze Age im- 
mediately preceding the incoming the Israelites the 
beginning the Iron Age, there was found very beau- 
tiful seal-ring scarab bearing the royal cartouche 
Amenophis III. Some portions the fastenings the 
scarab, connecting with seal-ring pendant, to- 
gether with the inscription upon make certain the 
unique value the scarab. The inscription has the 
usual cartouche name Amenophis, with 
the accompanying title “the good god, lord the two 
lands,” and special title, “rising over all foreign coun- 
tries.” That was seal-ring scarab which bore this 
last title, certifying the seal for representative for- 
eign lands, makes clear that was carried Egyptian 
official, such one would call consul. Here, then, 
the reign Amenophis III was Egyptian consul 
representing the Egyptian government province 
the empire. They did not those days have consular 
representatives where Egypt had power, but only 
the provinces, exactly English officials now represent 
the British government here under the mandate. Kirjath- 
sepher, then, the time represented this seal scarab, 
was regarded Egypt part her provincial 
tory, not all the land the Israelites. Thus, that 
time the reign Amenophis, the Exodus certainly 
had not taken place. But the condition things shown 
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would exactly order the later period the reign 
Merenptah. Thus this has distinct bearing, 
though not decisive one, upon the question the time 
the Exodus. The reason that not decisive that 
there means determining what time the 
reign Amenophis III this scarab was used. 

Parallel 11. New Empire scarab—and the Late 
Bronze Age Kirjath-sepher. This XVIIIth Dynasty 
scarab even more significant for the entrance the 
Israelites into Palestine. small symbolical scarab, 
not royal, with the inscription and un- 
mistakably belongs the New Empire; but the burned 
level left Othniel when the Israelites took the city 
also unmistakably the beginning the Iron Age. All 
the debris below that level Canaanite and the Bronze 
Age, while everything above that level Israelite and 
the Iron Age. These facts cannot set aside; they are 
determinative. Thus the conquest this city, little 
time after Joshua entered Palestine, took place the 
beginning the Iron Age. But this scaraboid the 
New Empire was found the Late Bronze stratum 
the debris Kirjath-sepher. Thus the Late Bronze 
Age the scarab likewise testifies that the city was still 
under the Egyptians. 

Parallel help from Shishak—and the 
destruction the cities Judah.

The Prophet waxes very sarcastic over the mincing walk 
the ladies whose clothes were tight that they couldn’t 
step out, their “permanent waves” and their “lip-sticks” 
and their eye-penciling. Altogether his description 
witty and sarcastic any the satirists the present 
day. anyone ever had doubt about the reasonable- 
ness his sneers the folly the Jewesses his time, 
would only need here our excavation Kirjath- 
sepher the uncovering the ruins this city the 
time the Kings Judah. examining that level 
the ruins hardly day passed that did not produce one 
two the vanity-cases the Judean women. They 
were delicately carved out beautiful white limestone 
decorated with incisions and inlaid sometimes with bronze, 
sometimes with decorations cobalt blue. the center 
was place for the use little malachite grinder 
prepare the mastick. Some the more elaborate these 
palettes had number little receptacles around the rim 
which the various cosmetics were kept for penciling 
the eyes and coloring the cheeks and lips. From the num- 
ber these that find, have strong suspicion that 
every women Kirjath-sepher had one. 

Parallel 14. Jehoiachin jar handles—and the destruction 
Nebuchadnezzar recorded the Bible, whom 
said “destroyed the fenced cities Judah.” The 
names those cities are not given. Was Kirjath-sepher 
one those destroyed? That the city was destroyed and 
left without rebuilding easily apparent upon the most 
cursory examination; but who destroyed it? Zedekiah 
was king the time the actual capture Jerusalem 
and nominally the final destruction the cities 
the land. him have here definite record 
Kirjath-sepher; but Jehoiachin reigned immediately be- 
fore Zedekiah. His reign was very brief, only three months 
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and eight days. During the latter part the period 
the kings Judah, from about the time Hezekiah on- 
ward, there was vogue the custom using stamped 
jar handles upon standard government jar for the re- 
ception taxes paid kind. some way other they 
seem have been used receipt for the taxes. Pos- 
sibly impression the stamp was given the tax- 
payer, which retained kind evi- 
dence which could exhibit when called upon. Now 
have found here Kirjath-sepher two jar handles with 
stamp beautifully engraved, “To Eliakim the official 
servant Jochin (the abbreviated Hebrew form 
Jehoiachin).” third these jar handles was found 
Dr. Grant Beth-shemesh. Here, then, documentary 
evidence, dated short reign three months and 
eight days, which shows tax receipts being issued the 
name Jehoiachin immediately before the reign Zede- 
kiah and thus short time before the destruction the 
city Nebuchadnezzar. thus becomes certain that 
Nebuchadnezzar, and not Sennacherib any other enemy 
earlier time, destroyed Kirjath-sepher. 

The parallel literature often used prove plagia- 
rism and denominated the “deadly parallel.” 
effect also historical parallel. These historical parallels 
that have been considering are not “deadly” but spe- 
cifically life-giving. Every recorded historical event 
claiming thus historical which paralleled an- 
other historical event entirely independent record 
thus certified real event, and when, all these 
cases, the evidence the parallel event material 
evidence dug out the ground, the attestation be- 
comes unequivocal, may not say indisputable. False 
records, even folk-lore and legends, represent events that 
are only imaginary and not leave anything dug 
out the ground. 


RELIGIOUS MOVEMENTS THE PAST CENTURY 
ENGLAND 


1830-1930 
PRINCIPAL JOHN MACLEOD, M.A., D.D.

THE last decade the Eighteenth Century saw the 
inception the Missionary movement the churches 
the English-speaking world. was the age the French 
Revolution which was the fruit liberalizing move- 
ment that was decidedly non-Christian its leading fea- 
tures. That upheaval was not only the offspring free- 
thought; was outburst militant Infidelity. 
upset the old order France. overturned the thrones 
half Europe. awakened the slow-working British 
mind the public and civil issues that are the outcome 
thought the abstract region faith and unbelief. 
But the mere awakening thoughtful interest such 
questions would not, save way occasion, account for 
the remarkable rise the Evangelical movement that 
then began Great Britain whole. The time was 
one gracious visitation when real revival was granted 
the Church God; and the working such revival 
was seen the Missionary, Bible, and Tract Socie- 
ties whose work has spread over the whole world and has 
continued down this present. The Methodist Revival, 
alike within and without the Church England, had been 
making headway during the latter half the Eighteenth 
Century. But the first quarter the Nineteenth Century 
marked distinct advance its growth. the north 
the Tweed the situation was not quite the same 
England; well that, considering the religious 
movements the past century, Scotland should receive 
distinct treatment. Yet just Evangelicalism had ad- 
vanced rapidly England from 1790-1830 revived 
wonderfully during that period the Church Scotland, 
too, and the year 1830 had come virtually the 
ascendant the old Church Knox. respect thus 
spreading Evangelical influence, England and Scot- 
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land were both visited with the breath spring-time 
that followed hard winter. 

the Church England, with its “Calvinistic Arti- 
cles, Popish Liturgy and Arminian Clergy,” the Evangeli- 
cal Revival had 1830 achieved notable results. Thomas 
Scott, the commentator, who was long one its older 
leaders, was not long dead, but his son, John Scott 
Hull, was worthy representative worthy father. 
Daniel Wilson Islington, afterwards Bishop Cal- 
cutta, was power the London pulpit. Legh Richmond 
was among the most beloved its public men and was 
well known for his popular tracts. But above all Charles 
Simeon was still alive and served link between the 
more Methodistic Evangelism his youth the Eight- 
eenth Century and the more correct and conforming 
Evangelicalism his later years. has been said that 
from his rooms King’s College, Cambridge, wielded 
wider influence than half the Hierarchy his day. 
could not said that the church whole had be- 
come Evangelical, but the Evangelicals were the party 
most vigor and activity. The intensity their doc- 
trinal convictions, however, and their evident withdrawal 
from the current every-day church life were not un- 
mistakable was the case with their more Methodistic 
predecessors former generation. these, Rowland 
Hill still survived monument the days when the 
common gauntlet that the despised Evangelicals and 
Methodists had run brought them into close fellow- 
ship with their brethren beyond the pale the State 
Church among the orthodox dissenters. One would almost 
have live England appreciate the strength 
and social caste feeling that separated the upper 
classes with the Church Establishment from the Non- 
Conformists whose following was found the industrial 
and lower classes. The older Methodism brought Dissen- 
ters and Churchmen together, but brought the Church- 
men who consorted with their fellow-Evangelicals out- 
side under the reproach being Dissenters; and was 
looked upon great stretch condescension give 
place the same platform with Churchmen the pariahs 
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the religious world. one occasion, told, 
member the House Lords presided Bible Society 
meeting. The local dignitaries the Church would not 
take part; was not their line. Dissenter had 
got speaker. The chairman explained his action 
co-operating even such cause with non-Churchmen 
and doing applied Virgil’s line the situation 


“Flectere nequeo superos, Acheronta movebo.” 


When Evangelicals came attain high preferment 
the Church, tended make them more precise and 
canonical their adherence the exclusive position 
the Anglican Establishment. What undoubtedly helped 
drive them apart from their fellows the Non-conform- 
ing Churches was the fact that the leaven Revolution- 
ary change had begun infect the Dissenting bodies. 
This taught many them aim the overturning 
the State Church and brought not unnatural coolness 
between them and their Evangelical brethren within that 
Church. Besides, when stream widens out, its tendency 
lose depth what gains expansion. Thus 
happened with the Evangelicals the Church England 
hundred years ago. things less importance came 
override things greater. This tendency sheer off 
from the fellowship their Non-conformist friends was 
seen the attitude even such man Wilberforce 
towards his old friend, William Jay Bath. earlier 
years Wilberforce was one Jay’s frequent hearers 
the Argyle Chapel that celebrated health resort. But 
with the growth coolness between the two wings the 
Evangelicals England withdrew, became correct 
Churchman and avoided giving countenance even the 
most orthodox Dissent. 

The Evangelicals the Church had fight, were, 
two fronts. Their fellow-Churchmen spoke them 
Dissenters within the pale who had right there. 
This brought with the temptation show the cor- 
rectness their Churchmanship their right recog- 
nized Conformists. They were the other hand 
brought into conflict with the politically aggressive ele- 
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ments Non-conformity; and this served accentuate 
the tendency show united front with their fellow- 
Churchmen. was little wonder then that 1830 they 
had drifted further apart from their Evangelical brethren 
the ranks Dissent than they were the latter half 
the Eighteenth Century. The liberties taken John 
Berridge would have seemed very much out place 
among them generation after his death. 

The torpor normal Church life since the Revolution 
the Seventeenth Century might scarcely called 
religious movement. was rather the negation move- 
ment. For was Dead Sea inactivity which was 
the natural outcome the Arminian movement the 
days Laud and his Caroline successors. neutral 
teaching which shunned dogmatic statement, and 
leaned practice the line least resistance, could 
scarcely spoken asa movement. The stagnant waters 
-of the accepted kind Anglican Church life were dis- 
turbed Methodism with its zeal; and the easygoing 
philosophy life which favored got rude awakening 
when the cataclysm the French Revolution shook and 
shattered the European world. Yet quiescent Anglican- 
ism found room within the ambit regular official reli- 
gion not only for the Latitudinarianism the old Low 
Church school; there was room also from the times 
the Non-jurors downwards for High Church strain that 
was roused militancy the political changes which 
attended the epoch Parliamentary Reform. The Oxford 
movement was its outcome and the agitation which 
produced told the whole the Established Church. 

Church principles, which laid stress the exclusive 
claims the Historic Episcopate, and which found their 
illustration the Via Media that the Church England 
was said hold between Rome the one hand, and out 
and out Protestantism the other, were brought into 
prominence. The Paladius the High Church party 
gathered for the defence their ancient mother when 
she was attacked the profane hands politicians, bent 
her humiliation. Hugh Rose had the distinction 
sounding the first alarm war. But the names most 
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intimately associated with the revival High Church 
claims were those Pusey, John Keble and John 
Henry Newman. The emphasis that the last these 
particular laid the witness and teaching authority 
the Church led him and his followers into the Communion 
Rome. But the bulk the High Church movement 
remained within the Church Establishment. Its leaders, 
however, did not altogether see eye eye; for diverging 
tendencies were work among them. 

Pusey lent his influence Ritualizing tendency which 
sought introduce Roman type worship. Its ritual 
was significant and its man-millinery had behind the 
Iridentine Faith. Another wing the party adhered 
more the ideals the old Caroline High Churchism 
the Seventeenth Century. While they would have fel- 
lowship with non-Episcopal Churches, and were thus 
narrower basis than such men as, say, Cosin, who com- 
municated with the Huguenots France, the days 
the Commonwealth, they maintained conflict with Ro- 
man claims. Men like Christopher Wordsworth, who be- 
came Bishop Lincoln, and John Burgon, who died 
Dean Chichester, were Specimens this school. Words- 
worth more than Burgon yielded the growing fashion 
indulging ritualistic fopperies. But their church 
produced finer scholars their generation than these 
two learned men. The advance Churchly pretentions 
influenced worship and architecture, art and music. 
also galvanized into activity the oldest Missionary Society 
that the church could boast of, and the Society for Propa- 
gating the Gospel came run neck neck with its 
younger rival, the Church Missionary Society, which had 
outstripped the race. This latter was the great Mis- 
sionary Society the Evangelicals. 

Historic High Churchism both its branches was 
conservative matters criticism. Pusey was posi- 
tive his opposition Rationalistic tendencies 
was earnest promoting the Romeward movement. So, 
too, was his successor Henry Parry Liddon. The emerg- 
ence then Rationalistic school the Headquarters 
the movement was like the bursting bombshell 
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the camp. Lux Mundi, which appeared forty years ago, 
was the manifesto this new High Churchism. was 
edited Charles Gore who the time was head Pusey 
House Oxford. Throughout his public life Bishop Gore 
has represented the mongrel movement, which, while 
makes narrow priestly claims for the ministry, deals with 
the Holy Scriptures along the lines Rationalistic free- 
dom. Religious Liberalism tends liberal giving 
away what not its own give away. 

Present-day High-Anglicanism has its two wings. The 
older Conservative type perhaps less evidence 
Academic circles and the high places the Church than 
the more modern and date one. Conservatism 
kind characteristic the products Theological Col- 
leges who have had University career. Such Conserva- 
tism more line with the critical Conservatism that 
Rome finds essential for the maintenance her claims. 
But these two wings beat harmony. quite keep- 
ing with the muddle-headed English way doing things, 
that principles mutually destructive kind should both 
held, but that they should kept water-tight com- 
partments out touch with each other. This, however, 
cannot indefinitely. the tendency yield 
Roman demands accelerates, the other tendency flirt 
with modern unbelieving criticism must sacrificed. 
For Rome obedience the instinct self-preservation 
has set her face against the toleration Modernism. 

The lawlessness matters ritual and worship which 
has been encouraged the advanced Romanizing wing 
excited public attention about the beginning this cen- 
tury and called for Parliamentary Commission report 
how should suppressed. This Commission 
due time reported, and the outcome its Report, 
Enabling Act was passed which gave certain powers the 
laity the Church and, subject some restrictions, 
certain autonomy the new Church Assembly which 
set up. endeavor was made secure the adoption 
modified Prayer Book alternative that which, 
the reign Charles II, set the standard compulsory 
Conformity which created English Non-conformity. The 
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proposed Communion service which this alternative lit- 
urgy sought establish, equally authoritative with the 
old order, met with fire criticism the score its 
Romeward tendency. The Bishop London, protago- 
nist the advanced ritualizing wing the Church, 
sought conciliate the extremists his party and secure 
their acceptance this proposed new Eucharistic Office 
assuring them that, were adopted, what for forty 
years they had been striving for would won. This 
witness was true, and was quite keeping with the 
criticism the new Prayer Book met with from its Protes- 
tant opponents. two successive occasions the House 
Commons showed itself definite majorities the defender 
the Protestant character the Church England. 

This unequivocal defeat the Primate’s mediating 
policy was ill-taken, Dr. Davidson, the late Archbishop 
Canterbury, who has now finished his course, was past 
master ecclesiastical diplomacy. But though threw 
all the weight his office and his authority the scales 
secure change, failed. Throughout his long career 
was looked upon eminently cautious man, but 
his latest policy showed his hand. Instead taking 
the drastic action which spoke the beginning 
the Century repress lawlessness, sought con- 
ciliate the Romanizing faction admitting their con- 
tentions and legalizing their lawless practices. few 
years ago had his work keep the peace when 
the Kikuyu controversy the feathers the exclu- 
sive intolerant priest party. The surviving memorials 
that little storm are Limerick two which hit off 
his characteristics. 


One them runs: 


“Said Bishop, Attitudinarian, 
‘Brer Bish, you’re Latitudinarian.’ 
Said the Primate, feel 
must bring you heel 
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The other runs: 


Bishop, Zanzi-bar-barian, 
Suspected some Bishops were Arian; 
For bell, book and candle, 
But Randall, well, Randall’s wary ’un.” 


But his action regard the Malines Conversations 
significant anything his record. shows how 
far the managers the Church England have trav- 
elled along the road Canossa. The willingness the 
Anglican Representatives concede Roman claims would 
make older High Churchmen turn their graves and 
betrayal the Historic Protestantism their Com- 
munion. 

The Church England not only the Established 
Church that country; but, England the predomi- 
nant partner the British Empire, its Church 
sense Imperial Institution. This means that many 
who not belong its fellowship feel personal and 
imperial interest preserving the Protestant character 
its official documents. They think that must pay the 
price honesty for its privileged position and that the 
aggressive policy its priestly party must not allowed 
dictate its term “everything nothing.” 

But alongside the Evangelicals, who century ago 
were the driving force, and the priestly party, who 
the end that century are the strongest militant sec- 
tion, there has been all along Broad Church Party 
the Anglican Church. They are the lineal representatives 
the Latitudinarian Low Churchmen the Eighteenth 
Century. 1830 the influence their Evangelical 
neighbors had far told upon them they made nearer 
approach orthodoxy than they had done previously 
their history, and than they have ever done since. 
Whately was leading representative the most respect- 
able section the Evidential School. Men like Arnold 
Rugby and Archdeacon Hare were very definitely Protes- 
tant the controversy raised the Tracts for the Times. 
also was Whately his Cautions for the Times. But 
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party the Broad Churchmen became increasingly 
Teutonized their Liberalism. 

Coleridge was fountainhead tendency hundred 
years ago. owed much German Philosophical 
thought. But with his native genius minted his own 
coin. His followers the first generation approximated 
the recognized standard Anglican Orthodoxy. But 
Maurice and Robertson and Jowett, with the whole 
school Essayists and Reviewers, came diverge more 
and more from the line Anglican Protestantism. Dean 
Stanley, basking the sunshine Victorian Court favor, 
was, until his death, their outstanding personality. With 
the amiable hospitality for men and opinions that be- 
longed his disposition, used often spoken 
Anythingarian. But since his days, the last half 
century, Broad Churchism Liberalism theology has 
travelled far. Its representatives today are such men 
Dean Inge, Bishop Barnes Birmingham. their 
case their Philosophy determines their whole outlook 
the field Christian truth; and impossible accept 
premises inconsistent with due submission Apostolic 
Authority and yet retain the Apostolic Faith. 

the condemnation Tract xc, which John Henry 
Newman taught the High Churchmen his day play 
fast and loose with Yes and regard the interpre- 
tation the Articles which they subscribed, some the 
Broad School men took active part. But these 
Doctrinal Articles, which are the official Confession 
Faith the Anglican Communion, have often been spoken 
the Romanizers “Forty stripes save one,” the 
Radical wing the Church have long stood very 
anomalous relation the subscription without which 
they could not hold Ecclesiastical benefice. The Cam- 
bridge Divinity School, long its leading men were 
Lightfoot and Westcott and Hort, could not conven- 
iently classified belonging any the chief Schools 
thought the Church. Perhaps they might best 
spoken part the more orthodox wing the Broad 
Church party. But their present-day successors are 
decidedly less orthodox and more Radical type.

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the beginning the Victorian era the Evangelicals 
were the active party the Church. They have now 
fallen from that high place. They have lost their pre- 
eminence. may adopt the answer given three hundred 
years ago the question, What the Arminians hold? 
They hold the best bishoprics and deaneries England. 
This was the result Laud’s policy. Today simi- 
lar hegemony belongs the High Church Party. But 
for many years during the last century the Evangelicals 
had their innings. long Palmerston stood the 
forefront political life deferred matters Pat- 
ronage the Church the judgment the good and 
great Shaftesbury, who turn leaned Henry 
Law, Dean Bristol. The result was, that the Palmerston 
Bishops were class themselves. Shaftesbury did not 
make strongly partisan use the power which wielded. 
Moderate non-party men like Ellicott owed their pro- 
motion him. But long his regime lasted the 
Evangelicals had place the counsels the Church 
that they not hold now. One thing that went far 
weaken their strength was the growth Millennarianism. 
Eighty years ago very many the Evangelical clergy 
were sidetracked the place they gave Modern Chili- 
astic views and hopes. They quitted the ministry the 
Church swell the ranks Brethrenism. Their defec- 
tion said have been great scale that which 
followed the wake Newman the forties, and 
Manning the early fifties the Church Rome. 

Manning’s secession was occasioned the decision 
the Gorham case. Henry Philpotts, the militant dictator 
his diocese Exeter, was vigorous opponent the 
Evangelicals and strove prevent them from having any 
foothold within his domain. made their views 
Baptismal Regeneration the touchstone. This occasioned 
the Gorham case, the decision which refused con- 
demn the Evangelical interpretation the Baptismal 
Office and far denied that the Baptismal Regeneration, 
for which Philpotts contended, was the authoritative 
teaching the Church England. This effort thrust 
the Evangelicals out the pale the Church did not 
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succeed. The result the case drove some the extreme 
Sacramentarians into the fold Rome. 

One the finest specimens the Evangelical school 
was Samuel Waldegrave, Bishop Carlisle. was 
well versed the Protestant theology and was one 
the saintliest men his day the ministry. his 
Bampton Lectures New Testament Millennarianism 
tried stem the movement among the Evangelicals 
the direction Premillennarianism. But did not suc- 
ceed, for growing extent, the representatives the 
Evangelical School have espoused Chiliastic views that 
put them far out touch with their predecessors the 
Methodist Revival. Their teaching this connection 
shifts the emphasis their presentation the Evangel. 
his contemporaries, McNeile and Marsh and Bick- 
ersteth and Birks were strongly These 
were all men high standing the ranks the Evan- 
gelicals. Their successors recognized leaders their 
witness for the Gospel were such men Ryle, Ed- 
ward Hoare, Garbett, and Moule, most whom sym- 
pathized with revived Chiliasm. They were men mark 
and men weight, but their cause lost ground. The 
spirit the age was against them. 

The leaven compromise was also work and re- 
cent years the extent which Neo-Evangelicalism had 
honeycombed and captured their most characteristic in- 
stitution, the Church Missionary Society, became appa- 
rent when its refusal pledge its agents the honorable 
understanding that they believed the final authority 
the teaching and utterances our Lord, made breach 
its ranks and called into existence the Bible Church- 
men’s Missionary Society. type Central Church- 
manship which hazy its professions and indiscrimi- 
nate its comprehensiveness has replaced the more 
robust School which long preserved and transmitted the 
definite convictions and the spiritual fire the Great 
Evangelical Revival. 

Important, however, the National Church En- 
gland, where easily the largest single denomination 
Christians, yet outside its communion the various 
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classes non-Conformists taken together constitute 
force that fully rivals the Establishment. century ago 
the Puritan movement had not altogether died out the 
older two those bodies that still retained their vigor 
and vitality. 

The Presbyterians who the early sub-Puritan days 
were certainly the strongest section Non-Conformity, 
for English Puritanism was predominantly Presby- 
terian movement, had dwindled meagre numbers. When 
they adopted Salters’ Hall the attitude virtual creed- 
lessness they signed their own death warrant. Those 
them who were personally orthodox when this momentous 
decision was taken left few successors carry their 
tradition, and their orthodox congregations tended 
become Congregational Independents. The residuum 
gravitated downwards through Arianism Unitarian- 
ism, and except their own narrow circle and the 
wider fields Literature and Politics, exercised in- 
fluence the country. might pity, but was the 
case “that this most famous stream bogs and sands 
should perish.” very small number native Pres- 
byterian congregations swelled the accession Scot- 
tish Presbyterian congregations diverse affiliations 
constitute what now the English Presbyterian Church. 

The other two the three old recognized Dissenting 
Denominations were the Independents the Congrega- 
tionalists, and the Baptists. was among them that the 
doctrinal witness Puritanism mostly survived. Until 
they felt the quickening touch the Methodist Revival, 
they were declining way, for they shared the 
blight that, the first half the Eighteenth Century, 
seemed come over the Reformed Churches general. 
But they gave hospitality the new converts White- 
field and his fellows and the number their churches 
increased consequence. the department theo- 
logical thought the influence Jonathan Edwards told 
upon their leading teachers, such Edward Williams 
the Congregational Churches and Andrew Fuller among 
the Baptists. Their thinking was moulded the thought 
the great New Englander who was the theologian 
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the Methodist Revival. the side Orthodoxy, Con- 
gregationalists and Baptists both were engaged con- 
troversy with the Sociarianism Priestley and Belsham. 
hundred years ago Dr. Pye Smith was probably their 
writer greatest influence. His work the Scripture 
Testimony the Messiah was long looked upon stand- 
ard work its own department. 

the subject the Nature Inspiration and the 
Canonical authority some books Scripture Dr. Pye 
Smith had yielded the unsettling influence some 
the Continental writers whom had come rely. 
The hesitating note that was the outcome such opinions 
struck the course the Apocrypha Controversy 
which raged just over century ago. This Controversy 
was occasioned the policy pursued the British and 
Foreign Bible Society circulating the Continent 
Europe the Apocrypha along with the Canonical Scrip- 
tures. The positions taken the defenders the 
Society’s policy were perhaps the first serious departure 
from old British Orthodoxy the part avowed Evan- 
gelicals. Both inside and outside the Establishment this 
change showed itself. was the forerunner the 
Modern attitude Scripture which has been widely 
adopted their present-day successors. The cloud was, 
begin with, more than the size man’s hand, 
but have seen overspread the whole sky. 

The movement the Non-conforming bodies which 
felt the touch Edwards was resisted recalcitrant 
Calvinism which bore the scars former wars. From 
early point the Eighteenth Century the defenders 
the Doctrines Grace the same school the 
preachers the Lime Street Lecture tended, their 
critical attitude towards Arminianism, lay exclusive, 
least undue disproportional stress the side 
sacred truth which sets forth God’s sovereign purpose, 
and the certainty with which will give effect it. 
They failed hold the balance aright and give its own 
place the responsibility man. Their system the 
hands John Gill and his successors came known 
the name High Hyper-Calvinism. The Calvin- 
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istic controversy Methodism, was conducted 
Toplady and Fletcher, made for extreme statements 
both sides. The outcome such contendings was that 
many the older Baptist and Congregational Churches 
became definitely hyper their Calvinism that their 
opposition Arminianism became their leading feature. 
Their orthodoxy overleaped itself and the end found 
itself maintaining position which formerly only their 
opponents would defend—that the responsibility and the 
spiritual ability fallen man are determinative each 
the other. Their opponents reasoned from the truth 
responsibility and maintained that because the hearer 
the gospel responsible for his unbelief and impeni- 
tence, must possession power comply with 
its demands. The School Gill began the other end. 
They held for certainty that man has fallen, desti- 
tute spiritual power repent and believe the gospel, 
and they concluded from this that the Gospel makes 
claim for faith and repentance the part its hearers. 
One their pet aversions came what they called 
Duty Faith. 

That remarkable preacher the London pulpit, Wil- 
liam Huntington, was one this School. was free 
lance far church connection went and was best 
fitted run single harness. was frequent hearer 
Romaine among the Church Evangelicals, and among 
his own frequent hearers were staid Evangelicals like 
Sir Richard Hill. The influence this type teaching 
told not only the older Non-conforming Churches, 
but the Calvinistic wing the Church England. 
About century ago, the best representative this kind 
teaching was Joseph Charles Philpot, who gave 
his Oxford Fellowship and became for thirty years the 
leading teacher the Particular Baptist Communion. 
Like many this school, Philpot was masterly analyst 
the human heart and continued the nineteenth cen- 
tury leading side the spiritual teaching John Owen 
and his fellow Puritans who were set for the defence 
the Doctrine Grace against Semi-Pelagian perversions 
it. 
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The attitude towards the Law, adopted many 
the men this tendency, laid them open the charge 
being Antinomian. This they technically were, when 
they denied that the Moral Law furnishes the Christian 
with rule obedience. Yet the suggestion conveyed 
such epithet grossly untrue regard many hum- 
ble believers who moved such circle, and might 
intellectual confusion their doctrine the continued 
binding obligation the Ten Commandments. When 
Broad Churchmen could take their incautious lan- 
guage, and use their own, this opprobrious epithet 
was not applied them. But when Brethren and Strict 
Baptists blunder regard their doctrine the Law 
rule life, too often the reproach Antinomianism 
cast them. Not that there are real Antinomians 
among men who err this Article, but failure dis- 
tinguish between the regulative aspect law that admits 
change, and its federal power giving life and 
blessing death and curse from which believer freed 
when longer under the law but under grace; 
such failure does not the one hand help clear 
application the rule obedience conscience nor, 
the other hand, does prevent lowly and obedient 
life the part those who might not pass Theological 
Examination distinguishing between rule and cove- 
nant. This kind teaching has been found the Church 
England, well among the older Nonconformists, 
and has served bring men similar outlook into close 
fellowship. 

The Congregational Churches manifested, earlier 
date than the Baptists did, inclination break away 
from their old profession and boast their freedom 
from the bondage creeds. this day they illustrate 
the freer working specific Liberalism Theology. 
But now, for more than generation, the tendency 
abandon old fashioned Evangelicalism has been strongly 
work the Baptist Communion. For the last few 
years his life, Charles Haddon Spurgeon was engaged 
strenuous and heart-breaking struggle with this 
Downgrade and consequence the failure the Bap- 
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tist Union wash its hands complicity what felt 
betrayal the Evangelical verities, withdrew 
from their fellowship. Political Nonconformity led 
Dale Birmingham, the successor John Angell James 
Carr’s Lane, and Dr. John Clifford London, 
emphasized what came known the Nonconformist 
conscience and found consuming interest public ques- 
tions. This shifted the centre gravity Nonconform- 
ist thought. Social Betterment, Social Regeneration, took 
the place the individual Regeneration for which their 
fathers stood. They were not afraid improve one 
who disclaimed judge and divider respect 
earthly inheritances and Modernism was accorded place 
their Church life which tells how far the present-day 
Nonconformists this tendency have wandered from the 
faith other days. 

The various sections Methodism have been affected 
the working the same leaven has told their 
fellow Nonconformists. The prevailing tone their life, 
too, has also changed with the age. They have moved 
with the times. This does not mean that all them 
have been swept off their feet. There has been kept 
steady witness for the historical attitude the Church 
Christ the Word God. all the Churches there 
are Foreign Missionary circles that have shown them- 
selves unmistakably conservative. The London Mis- 
sionary Society has, however, reflected only too clearly 
the changed attitude its Home Base the Congrega- 
tional Churches. So, too, have other denominational Mis- 
sionary Societies. But such powerful Missionary move- 
ment the China Inland Mission, and far from being 
alone, able recruit from the various Evangelical 
Communions men and women who stand the Holy 
Scriptures and for the three R’s old-fashioned Evan- 
gelicalism, Ruin the Fall, Redemption the Blood, 
and Regeneration the Holy Spirit. Such Mission work 
content share the reproach the Cross, and 
hold fast the mystery the faith. 

just about century since the meteoric ministry 
Edward Irving came end. The movement 
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which committed himself still exists feeble form. 
The swaddling bands elaborate ritual, well its 
extravagant claims, soon laid arrest upon its progress. 
was one the manifestations Chiliastic expecta- 
tion which, the time its birth, came engage much 
the thought Evangelical circles. Its companion 
movement Brethrenism, which has also been strongly 
Premillennarian from its outset, has run checquered 
course. Starting with the thought providing plat- 
form, like Evangelical Alliance, where all Evangelical 
Christians might meet brethren one family, speed- 
ily became one the most sectarian and intolerant all 
denominations. difficult follow its fissive record. 
But its tentacles are widely spread and the gradual dis- 
appearance the old Evangel from many pulpits has 
furnished its various gatherings with recruits. This 
tendency has been throughout its history uncompromising 
its witness the Volume Inspiration. The work 
George Miiller was carried connection with one 
the branches this movement, and some its sec- 
tions have good record Foreign Missionary work. 
The beneficent character work among Orphans has 
appealed largely the English mind. Not only have 
Miiller’s Ashley Down Homes been known all the world 
over, but there the great work that Dr. Barnardo did 
London. modest way Mr. Spurgeon, too, took 
part this kind work. Social and Rescue work were 
closely associated with Shaftesbury and the Ragged 
Schools, while the Salvation Army has done world-wide 
work the same line. Perhaps more the fire early 
Wesleyan Methodism found the ranks this 
Army than any other organization. Forty years ago 
“Darkest England and the Way Out” created sensation. 
gave great impetus the work the Army, and 
Social work came more highly regarded than had 
been the efforts the pioneers. Stead did good 
service the Army the share took awakening 
the public conscience the problem “The Submerged 
Tenth.” another and undesirable direction 
lent the weight his ready pen and his volcanic per- 
sonality the advance modern Occultism. This has 
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been one the movements away from Christianity that 
have become crazes with blasé generation. 

What marks most clearly the difference between the 
churches England century ago and their suc- 
cessors today the freedom with which Scripture 
handled, the change that has taken place religious cir- 
cles the observance the Lord’s Day, and the leaven 
priestly assumption which has given tone much 
the National Church. Nonconformity has been 
honeycombed with Rationalistic unbelief, that same un- 
belief has been work among the Conformists; and 
High Church circles, the Sacramentarian principles that 
were emphasized the Tractarians have helped break 
down, from the Anglican side, barriers that separated 
England from Rome. Rome has advanced greatly the 
country. But much more significant than her numerical 
increase, which after all largely due the influx 
Irish labor the industrial centres, the growth 
that type religious life the Established Church which 
has been spoken Popery without the Pope. 

The great Societies which originated the early days 
the Evangelical Revival are still work. Their opera- 
tions reach the ends the Earth, but what gave momen- 
tum them their early history not now the pervasive 
and controlling element the country that used be. 
The work done breaking the shackles the slaves and 
ameliorating the conditions work for the laboring 
classes enshrines the memory Wilberforce, Shaftesbury, 
and their fellows. their hands religious principle was 
work, aiming the redressing the wrongs the 
downtrodden.

Presently the protoparents began procreate, and 
promptly additional evidence was thereby manifested 
the hideousness their fall, and their utter auto-disasso- 
ciation from their Creator, for their offspring were found 
their own sin-tainted image (Gen. V:3, Ps. LI:5, 
Rom. and this precise Adamic sin-tainted like- 
ness has continued down through the ages, and will yet 
continue until the grace God, future day, shall 
address itself this particular With ever 


The termination his personal antagonism and inextinguish- 
able malignancy found Rev. XX:10 

Gen. III:1, Satan’s first recorded utterance opposition 
God, and misquotes God’s word II:16-17. Eve responds add- 
ing thereto her own words, and also omitting God’s words; 
Gen. III:4-5. Satan’s second utterance contradicts God’s word. 

Precisely this identical anti-scriptural attitude and teaching 
continue widespread today; and associated, assertive self-deter- 
mination continues currently counseled the most important factor 
the development the child, and the most appropriate and logical 
field activity for the adult. thus delineated, the most ancient 
pedagogue and the most ancient school pedagogy are simultan- 
eously exhibited, and the pedagogic sequence today shown 
essentially unbroken. 

needless observe that the phrase “we are all made 
the image God” (or other words the same effect) ever current 
with ignorant Christians, popular novelists, and persuasive after- 
dinner speakers without scintilla Scriptural foundation; 
fact, the light Scripture, conspicuously false. 
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increasing multiplication man, ever increasing multi- 
plication sin was evidenced, for the basic reason that 
having auto-disassociated himself from the Creator, 
was perforce driven back upon himself for motivation, 
more correctly upon the superintelligent Satan, the malign 
author his downfall. remote from ever popular 
concept, and from ever prevalent teaching, that ade- 
quate and true comprehension the actual mind and 
sin-tainted man not fully gained apart 
from the righteous evaluations God Himself; thus, 
Gen. VI:5, “And God saw that the wickedness man 
was great the earth and that every imagination the 
thoughts his heart was only evil continually,” Jer. 
XVII:9, “The heart deceitful above all things and des- 
perately wicked, who can know it”; Mark “For 
from within, out the heart men, proceed evil 
thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, thefts, covet- 
ousness, wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, evil eye, 
blasphemy, pride, foolishness, all these things come from 
within, and defile the Rom. VIII:7, “because the 
carnal mind enmity against God; for not subject 
the law God, neither indeed can be.” 

And yet again the utter auto-alienation man from 
God, and (by the same act) his allegiance Satan, 
wrought multiplication sin and unrestrained progress 
into ever increasing spiritual darkness. there any 
one thing that may fairly held the most convincingly 
evidential the basic depravity sin-tainted man 
would surely his ruthless disthronement Jehovah 
his Sovereign God, and his substitution therefor 
persons and things which ascribed deification, and 
which yielded adoration; thus, suns, moons, stars, 
the earth, man, woman, the generative organs man 
and woman, beasts, birds, reptiles, fish, insects, demons, 
and last, but means least, Satan himself. For his 
yet further convenience, these auto-elect gods not always 
being ready hand, made images, and likenesses, and 
pictures them,—and adored such likenesses. 


Purely figurative, commonly employed, and generally un- 
derstood; construed the psyche, the inner man. 
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The utter depravity man, the utter helplessness 
man, and the utter hopelessness man were alike obvious 
Jehovah. Very promptly (and increasingly so) had 
His fair creation become Satan’s world; and man, orig- 
inally created the likeness Himself, was his own 
self-determination irretrievably committed overwhelm- 
ing putrescence this life and, for the future, death. 
has been said that these things were obvious Jehovah. 
must likewise recorded that the Omniscient One 
clearly foreknew that His Plan would thus contami- 
nated; and yet further must said that did not 
purpose that His creatures should irretrievably lost, 
nor did supinely yield, His prescience, the appa- 
rently overwhelmingly successful assault that would 
launched and maintained Satan. Recognizing the ab- 
solute helplessness man (when once condemned) 
retrieve himself, with inconceivable grace devised 
Redemptive Plan which man wholly apart from him- 
self,—indeed himself continually enmity against God, 
—might yet find prepared for him and for his acceptance 
way that would, one and the same time, debar him 
from inevitable doom, and regrant access to, and favor 
in, the Throne Room God. 

can not too strongly stressed that the Redemptive 
Plan its entirety, and all particulars, was devised, 
and safeguarded, that man was peremptorily and abso- 
lutely debarred from both authorship and agency therein. 
“For grace are saved that not yourselves 
the gift God, not works, lest any man should 
boast.” Study convinces that the Redemptive Plan, 
any and all details, was not human, for was super- 
human,—it was not natural for was supernatural,—it 
was the fullest and most exacting sense divine, for 
was the concept and emanation God Himself, and 
and through constantly manifested, and does con- 
tinually outflow, the exceeding abundance His love and 
grace. 

The incomparable costliness the Redemptive Plan 
beyond the grasp the finite mind; for involved the 
absence from the Throne the Son, His abasement 
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incarnation, the contumelies and ignominies earth- 
life, the ruthless manhandling His enemies, the foul 
contamination the Life Giver death, and this death 
inflicted method execution reserved for criminals 
the most debased character. 

shall either ignorant Scripture disloyal 
revealed Truth, both, fail recognize that, mar- 
velous, complete, and perfect were the words and the 
works, the life and the example, the precepts and the 
teachings the Lord Jesus Christ, while graciously 
was among men, not one these, nor not all these, 
were adequate redeem man from inevitable doom; and 
that only in, by, and through the sacrificial death the 
Lamb God could the Redemptive Plan yield fruition. 
otherwise mission, the objective, the 
absolutely essential crux the Redemptive Plan entrusted 
the Son God (itself predetermined its fullness, 
the remote ages before the overthrow the 
was the death the Divine Sacrifice.

caused man and man’s sin; from whence would 
inevitably follow that man (collectively) any man (in- 
dividually) that was responsible the slightest degree 
for any portion the grief that caused the “broken 
that caused the death the Lord Jesus Christ, 
was both jure and facto murderer the Son 
God. the proponents, simple candor and heart- 
broken abasement, admit this fact personally applic- 
able? The writer has yet hear one, hear one, 
that thus acknowledges personal guilt murderer 
the Son. 

Consideration the records shows that the Lord was 
subjected the accumulated hardships the night pre-

them also shown that (owing prior death) was 
not subjected the crurifragium, but was subjected 
the perferatio sub alas. While highly probable that 
other forms predetermined death exceed crucifixion 
intensity agonizing torture, there are few (e. g., star- 
vation, either food water) that equal duration, 
before merciful release death. well-known fact 
that the crucified commonly lingered, accumulating 
agony, for several days; but the records are conclusive 
that the instance the Lord, was alive the cross 


How few Christians accept implicitly and literally the prophetic 
statement Is. LII:14, which was abundantly fulfilled the Palace 
Caiaphas, and again later the Praetorium. 
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but six hours, nor there the slightest evidence available 
competent substantiate that was appreciably en- 
feebled broken (whether disease, starvation, 
wounds, loss blood, torture). Inevitably must 
conclude that neither the cross, nor its preceding and 
associated tortures, was the definitive cause death 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The foregoing paragraph details the man-engendered 
attacks that either anticipated directly led the 
planned objective,—the death the Crucified One. 
has been shown that they failed their mission, for nei- 
ther singly nor collectively did they accomplish His death. 
Note carefully that each and all these attacks were 
absolutely devised by, and executed by, man. The con- 
clusion inevitable that the murderous attack sin- 
tainted man against the incarnate Son God 

The developed sequence thought Section II, supra, 
showed that broken heart,” causative the death 
our Lord was purely fantastic, mere emotionalistic 
juggling thoughts and words. this point noted 
the fact that the proponents themselves (and their pliant 
followers) emotionally assume that this “broken 
(the alleged cause death) was itself caused over- 
whelming grief, and that this grief was caused man 
and the sin man. such true, obviously “the 
broken heart” was man-made origin. have here- 
tofore found that all the man-made plans and agencies 
accomplish the death our Lord failed. find 
reason for making exception this man-made agency 
(the requires not the vision 


must clearly understood that this particular argument 
concerns itself rigidly with man-made plans and means accom- 
plish the death the Lord. Such plans and means indubitably 
failed. But per contra, the foregoing must strictly differentiated 
from the question the murderous “thoughts and intent the 
heart.” the general “whosoever hateth his brother 
murderer, held true concerning man and man, such must held 
both infinitely and absolutely inescapable when applicable man 
his relation the Saviour man. striking contrast 
with the unsuccessful plans and means man, the thoughts and 
intents the heart man were wholly successful, and thus man 
stands, thought and intent, for all time and for all eternity, 
the undoubted murderer the incarnate Son God. 
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anointed eyes recognize, beyond peradventure 
doubt, that neither the cross (and all included there- 
with), nor yet the alleged “broken heart” (and all in- 
cluded therewith) wrought the death our Lord. 
true that during His life was “separate from sinners,” 
most poignantly and most profoundly was this likewise 
true the causation His death. 

trusted that, this time, the thoughtful reader 
intent upon ascertaining the cause the death our 
Lord Jesus Christ, itself the crux the Redemptive Plan, 
the Plan itself, authorized the Throne, and the sole way 
access which hopelessly lost man may thereby secure 
redemption; trusted, that such thoughtful one has 
definitely concluded that man had part either the 
original concept nor the later execution the Redemptive 
Plan, nor yet had this same sin-tainted man been able 
accomplish, his own murderous plan, purpose, agen- 
cies, the actual death the Saviour man. 

That may presently find our feet solid ground, 
attention invited consideration few well known, 
and readily accessible (but alas! frequently not accepted) 
Scriptural truths. 

Very promptly after the tragic fall our proto-parents, 
Jehovah announced that the Seed the woman should 
sent, and that this Seed should have power over Satan, 
the author sin and the successful seducer man. 
From time time, during Succeeding centuries, God 
graciously vouchsafed sin-debased man further knowl- 
edge concerning the Redemptive Plan and the Saviour 
man, upon whose death the redemption man wholly 
depended. For all practical purposes, may stated 
that the Tabernacle, the sacrifices, and the entire ritual 
the worship Israel were primarily (if not actually 
exclusively) designed portray elementary foretypes 
(suited their elementary spiritual grasp) the Redemp- 
tive Plan general, the Redeemer, and the death the 
Redeemer particular. Nor did His love and grace cease 
this revelation man His purpose; for addition 
thereto, authorized and inspired the Order the 
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Prophets, individually and collectively make specific 
notations, from time time, directly bearing upon the 
presently forthcoming Redeemer man. Nor was 
deterred the forthstanding facts that universally “sin 
the thoughts his heart was only evil continually,” 
—and that but passing few the multiplied hordes 
sin-putrescent humanity paid heed either Himself 
His love and grace. ever increasing spiritual dark- 
ness the centuries came, unfolded, departed. With divine 
patience and forbearance Jehovah awaited the very sec- 
ond, the very minute, the very hour, the very day, 
the very week, the very month, the very year 
when was predetermined, before the ruin the world, 
that the Son should conceived, yet later born 
woman, and should thereafter walk among men. 
Observe thoughtfully the imperative fact that though 
unspeakable condescension and grace authorized woman 
house and shelter, within her body, the Redeemer, she 
was permitted neither volition nor active agency. Her 
role passive and loyal obedience was strictly enforced. 
Nor yet had authority been granted man participate 
this supernatural conception and birth; for had man

Scriptural knowledge concerning the Virgin Mother, particular 
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Him, was finally found them seated with the Doc- 
tors the Law, and Mary petulantly chided Him,—is 
pregnant with profound truth; thus, “How that 
sought Me? Wist not that must about 
Father’s business?” Thus the earliest available mo- 
ment publicly announced His Father, His Father’s 
business, His absolute designation thereto, His absolute 
consecration therefor, and His therewith assumption 
the Redemptive Task imposed upon Him, and with di- 
vinely loyal obedience accepted Him, the Council 
the Throne, that purposeful day before the ruin 
the World. 

If, currently, was known the son Joseph and 
Mary, surely the discriminating student the Word must 
recognize, the maturity His powers, the begin- 
ning His ministry when beside the Jordan, that the 
Father laid full, final, and absolute claim Him when 
saying “This beloved Son Whom well 
longer, currently, the “son Joseph and 
longer “the son Mary,” but absolute, for all 
time and for all eternity, rolled down the autocratic divine 
proclamation “My beloved Son.” And herein again 
needs must learn the profound truth that underlay His 
entire earth-career, “separate from sinners,” and else- 
where and otherwise phrased Himself the hushed 
sorrow the upper room, not the world.”

Bearing mind that “all Scripture 
given inspiration God and profitable for 
instruction and righteousness” Tim.

With these clues available, Himself from the Ages 
Ages, the Son God, the Messiah Israel, Jew, speak- 
ing the language, following the customs, obedient the 
Law Israel, addressing Himself throughout particu- 
lar (indeed almost exclusively) the lost sheep Israel; 
the explanation the miraculous “blood and (if 
explanation all available) must surely found not 
Gentile nor general world concepts, historicity, 
but rather along the historic lines of, and the spiritual 
domain of, Israel. 

Hence the mind readily gravitates the dicta “with- 
“for the blood the (Deut. XII:23), together 
with the multiplied abundance other cognate passages. 
These far explain the proto-sacrifices, those an- 
cient Tabernacle days, and their typologic significance 
regarding the forthcoming sacrifice the Lamb God, 
who was, the volitional sacrifice Himself make 
available complete and perfect redemption for man.

With these unimpeachable facts hand, incontro- 
vertible that the allegation that “Jesus died broken 
heart” direct and positive denial the truthfulness 
the specific declarations the Lord Jesus Christ concern- 
ing His own death.

THE MORAL HISTORY THE ANTEDILUVIAN WORLD 


BRIEF analysis the narrative the Flood and 
the world before and after will contribute much clarify 
our understanding events. Gen. 6:1-8, have 
description the corruption the world and state- 
ment the providential plan for its destruction. This 
gives briefest form the moral history the antediluvial 
world. This followed once, Gen. par- 
ticular account God’s dealings with Noah and the 
world. This gives the natural history the Flood. 
Whatever may anyone’s opinion concerning the theory 
different documents joined together this narrative, 
will contribute much also clearness, each one will 
read the whole account rapidly, with only these general 
and natural divisions its rhetoric mind, see 
whether not anything more needed for complete 
understanding this story. The most important thing 
Bible study give first strict attention exactly 
what the Bible narrates without either reading into it, 
reading out it, any suggestions criticism higher 
lower any ideas interjected modern occidental ways 
rhetoric microscopic ways criticism. eminent 
specialist among physicians once said me, “If you need 
doctor, always general practitioner first, because 
every specialist tends find his own specialty.” That 
involves principle and suggests method just applic- 
able literature medicine. Every critic, radical 
conservative, tends—I will not say intends—to find his 
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own specialty. Let then follow the ways the general 
practitioner and find out exactly what the Biblical account 
says for itself. 

Turning then first order the moral history the 
antediluvian world, discern, even the brevity 
the account, some principles universal application. The 
first stage that history recorded but two verses, 
Gen. 6:1-2. are confronted immediately with two 
sharply contrasted classes, “the sons God,” and “the 
daughters men.” The contrast altogether lost sight 
the use high-powered critical microscopes. Clearly 
from the results, the contrast was the utmost import- 
tance. Exactly what it? Some critics, Dr. Moffatt 
his modern translation, would have that the “sons 
God” were this case angels, and turn the whole 
story into myth; “The specialist finding his own spe- 
cialty.” myth cannot discovered here, the “special- 
ist” hard put that should find definitely anywhere. 
Now some instances the Old Testament, “sons 
actually does mean angels, but know so, 
because the context clearly indicates the meaning. 
The use this expression denote “the 
pious,” “the godly.” there nothing whatever here 
indicate that the phrase means “angels” the rational 
way give the “general” meaning contrasted 
with the “daughters men.” have technical ab- 
stract terms “the godly” and “the ungodly,” “‘the pious” 
and the “worldly.” The Hebrew had few abstract terms; 
its method was describe things. The simple natural 
interpretation here that there were, had already 
been indicated, two classes the world (Gen. 4:16, 25,) 
here are informed that there came time indiscrimi- 
nate social mingling, the two classes intermarried. (Cf. 
Proceedings Victoria Institute, 1917, 218.) 

Marriage, complete and successful socially, 
requires adjustment. But such adjustment between the 
good and the bad, whatever seeming paradisical condi- 
tions obtain during the honey-moon, always means ulti- 
mately moral letting down. always means compro- 
mise. man said liked blue and his wife liked red;

they always compromised red! The compromise 
adjustment between the good and the bad, the pious and 
the worldly, usually red; least never good blue. 

The immediate effect this mingling the “sons 
God” and the “daughters men” was apparent im- 
provement. “There were giants those days” giants 
physical and also giants intellectual, renown.” 
Such always the apparent immediate result the 
mingling the good and the bad equal terms. There 
honey-moon period. Who that has reached middle 
life does not remember the comic-tragic history the 
skating-rink? furnished healthful exercise and brought 
together whole communities seeming amity. There 
was honey-moon period. But very soon the evil ele- 
ments manifested the most aggressiveness and all began 
compromise always “red”. And today about the 
only reminder that sensational social experiment the 
great number “rinks” now turned into lumber yards 
and storage houses. And who there alive today who 
not seeing the rapid course the moving picture in- 
dustry, which first seemed promise great and 
good things for all together. this case, every 
such, while the immediate results seem attractive, very 
soon the “sons God” begin the “white collar 
“the high hat crowd”, “the the 
evil elements have assumed control and begin apply 
opprobrious epithets the pious elements. was exactly 
the second stage, the ultimate results, the experi- 
ment the antediluvian world. God saw that the 
wickedness man was great the earth, and that every 
imagination the thoughts his heart was only evil 
continually” they had reached the inevitable end. 

Then God began work. “It repented God that had 
made man the earth and grieved him his heart.” 
God who never changes character could not other- 
wise than change attitude toward man who changed 
his conduct. “Repent” popular language to-day among 
always implies sense moral turpitude; the Bible, 
means change attitude and does not here imply any 
sense moral turpitude ignorant mistake. Man 
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changed character; first abandoned himself, and 
then, necessity, God abandoned him. most perfect 
illustration the meaning found the conduct the 
mercury toward changes temperature. the essen- 
tial character the mercury do. not that the 
mercury changes, but just because that does not change 
that acts differently toward different temperatures. 
God, not because changes character, but because 
does not change, manifests himself different 
way, when man’s conduct changes. Then God made provi- 
dential changes meet the case (Gen. 6:7). 

“But Noah found grace the eyes the Lord.” For 
one hundred and twenty years, while God’s plan was 
preparation, Noah set godly example and preached 
righteousness the world. The fullness that preach- 
ing has already been indicated the discussion ante- 
diluvian revelation. But the world evil had gotten 
definitely into the ascendency and would not stop its 
course. Has ever been otherwise the history the 
world? There have frequently come times when God the 
Judge and Executioner must clear space for chosen 
people and make new beginning. possible sin 
away the day grace. The antediluvian world did just 
that. 


THE NATURAL HISTORY THE FLOOD 


The account the Flood found Genesis 
presents two very distinct elements constituting the 
cause the disaster: there first mentioned the provi- 
dential element (Genesis 6:13), “And God said unto 
Noah, The end all flesh come before me; for the 
earth filled with violence through them; and behold 
will destroy them with the earth.” Then there given 
also the physical element the cause, Genesis 7:11, 
the six hundredth year Noah’s life the second month, 
the seventeenth day the month the same day were all 
the fountains the great deep broken up, and the win- 
dows heaven were opened.” God, through providence 
and through nature, was the cause. God’s special work- 
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ing through providence sometimes called special provi- 
dence, sometimes called miracle. What may the 
difference, difficult say; miracle God inter- 
vening the affairs this world something him- 
self that the laws nature would not themselves do, 
and special providence God specially arranging 
things bring about something that would not have 
come about the ordinary operations nature without 
God’s intervention. Wherein this really differs from 
miracle, confess not see. convenient for those 
who insist that the day miracles over, call all such 
interventions special providences. prefer call them 
also miracles. Such any rate was the miraculous ele- 
ment the Flood. The physical elements were distinctly 
said physical and are not entirely miraculous, 
though there may have been intensification some nat- 
ural events such make them really miracles 
power. All the providential arrangements effect 
great purpose constituted miracle wisdom. Further 
than this may not penetrate into the secrets God 
this tragic event. 

The character and dimensions the ark described 
the Babylonian account the flood are preposterous. 
Cf. 823. Perhaps they did not seem much 
more preposterous than the dimensions given the Bible 
all through later Biblical history and through world his- 
tory early and Medieval times. For the great triremes 
the Romans were but toys compared with this ark and 
even the ships the navigating nations the modern 
world never approached the dimensions the ark until 
the building the Great Eastern some half century ago. 
Now still larger ships are being built. Yet nothing more 
perfect for its purpose marine architecture made 
even now. Before the great advances naval construc- 
tion the battleship Oregon Spanish war fame was the 
last word construction for carrying capacity combined 
with speed. The proportions the ark Noah were 
exactly the same. This another the many incidental 
evidences that the ancient world was not very deficient 
technical knowledge and skill. 
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The physical element the cause the Flood that 
which most concerns any researches into the reality 
that event. Did such event really take place, and so, 
possible identify occurrences the natural his- 
tory the world actually connected with the Flood? 
There are those who deny that there ever was such 
event from any cause. Because the Flood story does not 
have attached attested statement some scientific 
gentleman with minute and detailed description the 
researches made and the evidence adduced the time 
the event, the whole story declared merely myth. 
But the assumption that all historical statements not ac- 
companied evidence scientific research are mythical, 
very broad assumption that will hardly itself bear 
investigation, fact flagrant instance that lack 
scientific method which purports criticise. The fact 
that all history rests ultimately upon human testimony, 
the statements those who experienced observed. Not 
once hundred times did such persons make scientific 
investigation were they qualified so, nor 
necessary that they should qualified; only im- 
portant that they should ordinary intelligence and 
honest intention. Even there written account 
from the scene itself, that account was but the record 
the personal experience observation some one; even 
there produced material evidence, some artifact, that 
also the work some individual. last all history 
comes down, not scientific, formal investigation, but 
human testimony. The story the Flood piece 
such testimony. 

Accepting the Flood story then historical material, 
there are those who believe was but local affair, others 
allowing that may have been great flood, disagree 
very much concerning the actual events which took place 
nature. One thing, however, certain, such ex- 
tended catastrophe would leave such marks upon the 
surface the earth, such traces changes, are 
accustomed denominate geological. The problem be- 
fore not please every one verify any theory, 
but discover there known geology any event 
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which conforms the description given the Flood, 
and enquire whether the circumstances such event 
are well attested. this subject geologists differ di- 
vergently, not antagonistically. can only select that 
view geologists which seems most exactly meet 
all the requirements the Flood story, knowing well that 
some geologists repuditae it. for them find 
event the geological history the world which more 
nearly meets the case. 

will present what known the Glacial Theory 
the natural events connected with the Flood, which events 
are described briefly but clearly the Genesis account. 

one hundred persons ordinary intelligence and 
familiarity with the Bible were asked what caused the 
Flood, what happened nature under providential direc- 
tion, probably ninety-nine them would say that was 
great rain. How long does any one think would take 
rain cover the earth said the account have 
been covered, even the highest mountains? would need 
raining yet. fact the whole period was but 150 
days. Now the Bible mentions the first element 
the natural cause that “The fountains the great deep 
were broken up.” After that the “windows heaven 
were opened.” What was this breaking “the foun- 
tains the great and when did happen, and 
especially what was the cause nature aside from 
providential arrangement? 

Toward the end the last glacial there 
have been more than one—not exactly the end, but 
toward the end, the accumulation the ice-cap the 
northern hemisphere, and particularly North America, 
was very great. was mile thick and extended down 
conflict with the heat the sun long distance toward 
the tropics. The lower edge reached point far south 
now the southern boundary Pennsylvania, the 
southern part Ohio, Indiana, and ran through 
central Missouri and Kansas territory away the Rocky 
Mountains. All the region north this line clearly 
marked off the glacial drift boulders also from Canada 
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and far north are distributed all over this northern terri- 
tory the United States. 

some seems that this implies that there has been 
great change climate. Not very moderate change 
climate would bring the glacier back. fact has 
not disappeared, but only retreated far north where 
still holds everything its icy grasp. push south 
again, would only required that there should 
great snow-fall and accumulation ice during winter, 
followed cold summer that all the ice would not 
melt before the winter came again increase it. Ina 
very few such years the glacial period would back 
upon us. 

This great accumulation the ice-cap during the Gla- 
cial period came, course, from the sea, drawn 
evaporation the usual way and precipitated the 
land. The only peculiarity was that did not melt and 
returned the sea. This mile thick accumulation 
was thus withdrawn from the sea and heaped wpon the 
land. The equilibrium pressure the surface the 
globe was thus disturbed. The crust the earth 
flexible; does not seem so, one fall down, neverthe- 
less under great pressure; not altogether 
rigid. The pressure became great last that the 
North American continent sank under it. The gorge 
the Hudson river shows that that point the depression 
was 3,000 feet. The rock bottom the channel clearly 
marked right out into the Atlantic ocean, soundings 
have showed. 

Now when elastic ball pressed one side 
bulges out somewhere else; the readjustment must equal 
the displacement. the pressure the land which 
had caused down had been taken from the ocean 
causing disturbance the equilibrium there, the bot- 
tom the ocean came restore the equilibrium 
pressure. fountains the great deep were broken 
up,” the water the ocean was thus thrust right out 
over the land. This was which caused the inundation 
take place quickly. The great deposits loess, 
deposit ocean slime, the Gobi desert, the great cen- 
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tral plain Asia probably the result that outflow 
from the breaking the fountains the great deep. 

Another result took place also once. The lower edge 
the glacier was, course, the point where the sun 
and ice were conflict. The ice extended far the 
sun would permit it. Thus there would great fogs 
along the edge, the atmosphere was overloaded with 
moisture. The incoming the great wave ocean water 
condensed the atmosphere and once “the windows 
heaven were and the rains came. This was the 
secondary natural cause the Flood. 

Action nature followed reaction. After short 
time the reaction came; the American continent began 
rise; did not once return all the way had sunk; 
fact still rising slowly along the Atlantic coast, 
resulting the disappearance deep water inlets and 
the controversy over riparian rights along the water front 
where all new land claimed the government and 
does not belong the man who owned down the 
water’s edge before. But when the land arose again, the 
bottom the ocean also sank again. This sinking would 
cause vacuum and this would make suction. The suc- 
tion would affect both air and water, but the air 
more mobile, would affect the air noticeably more 
quickly. The account the passing away the water, 
like all other great events nature from creation down, 
described from the standpoint observer. From 
that standpoint, the effect the suction would first 
apparent the air. are told that “God made 
wind pass over the earth and the waters were as- 
suaged.” Afterward the effect the suction the water 
was observable and read that “The fountains also 
the deep and the windows heaven were stopped, and the 
rain from heaven was restrained.” 

The popular notion that the earth dried after the 
Flood evaporation. little deliberation that sub- 
ject will make appear that the evaporation, like the 
inundation merely rainfall, would have continued 
the present time. The plain teaching the Scriptural 
account that when the fountains the great deep were 
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stopped, the waters drained back again into the sea. Then, 
the clouds having emptied themselves and the condensa- 
tion the moisture the atmosphere having been less- 
ened the withdrawing the cold sea water, the win- 
dows heaven were stopped. Then was that, the land 
being free from surface water, evaporation did its usual 
work and short time the surface the ground was 
dry and the foliage began again appear, that the 
dove brought back leaf. And the people the ark 
went forth repeople the earth. 

difficult, not say appalling, realize now what 
must have been the feelings Noah and his family when 
they came out the ark, the only living people all the 
world. Everywhere around them was dead world, dead 
people, dead animals, dead cities, dead civilization. How 
indescribably lonely they must have been; quite bear- 
able deliberately pioneers and forth loneliness, 
but left solitary denizens the desolated world 
Perhaps the nearest approach such ex- 
perience that the few survivors city sacked and 
burned they stand the ashes their homes, that 
wounded soldier left alone, abandoned the battle- 
field die. Only when some measure realize the 
loneliness and dread which would assail the survivors 
the Flood, does the covenant made and the token given 
become intelligible. 

This awful thing had happened; would happen again? 
Would worth while rebuild and re-establish 
civilization, such catastrophe might come again and 
destroy all? meet this dread, God made promise, 
covenant indeed, and gave token that might ever cheer 
them the way: the earth remaineth, seedtime 
and harvest, and cold and heat, and summer and winter, 
and day and night shall not cease.” God said, This 
the token the covenant which make between 
and you and every living creature that with you, for 
perpetual generations: set bow the cloud, and 
shall for token covenant between and the 
earth. And shall come pass that when bring 
cloud over the earth, the bow shall seen the cloud: 
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and will remember covenant, which between 
and you and every living creature all flesh; and the 
waters shall more become flood destroy all 

Careful consideration the causes the Flood, the 
glacier, the changes land levels, and the condensation 
moisture that opened the windows heaven, will 
once explain the meaning the covenant, and the exceed- 
ing appropriateness the token given, the bow the 
cloud. The promise given the key its explanation; 
inconceivable that such promise concerning the 
regularity the seasons should have been given, except 
people who for some reason were apprehensive. The 
regularity the succession the seasons must have been 
interrupted; nothing else would cause such apprehensive- 

Careful consideration the conditions that prevailed 
near the close the Glacial period will make clear the 
cause the apprehensiveness and the appropriateness 
the token the covenant. The ice the glacier pushed 
far south the heat the sun would permit. All 
the region along the lower edge the glacier would thus 
constantly overcast with fogs. Particularly would that 
the case the latitude which the ark was built and 
which landed. For years, perhaps for centuries, 
the people had been afflicted with these fogs. The con- 
stant presence the ice confused winter and summer; 
seedtime and harvest became increasingly difficult; heat 
and cold were neutralized, was always cold; and the 
gloom perpetual fog made the alternation day and 
night less pronounced. Probably one living the time 
the Flood had ever seen rainbow. But now when 
the ice had disappeared, the fogs also disappeared and 
the sun came out. The promise was made reassure 
them that such condition would not again come upon 
the earth, “Seedtime and harvest, and cold and heat, and 
summer and winter, and day and night shall not cease.” 
How appropriate then was the token announced that, 
the bow only appears when there both the rain-cloud 
and the shining sun, “when bring cloud over the 
earth, the bow shall seen the cloud.” 
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ought not overlook the lesson divine providence 
involved this narrative events. The events not only 
made known God’s purpose concerning the world until 
the end time; also revealed God. His way that 
made known the Promise and the Bow. God always 
sets bow the cloud all the stormy career this life. 
There never cloud dark that God does not set 
bow hope it. Then always the case the 
time the Flood that sets the bow the cloud. 
never appears the clear sky. world sinners must 
have some restraints and thwartings that becloud 
the horizon life. against these clouds that God 
gives the Bow hope. So, while rejoice the Bow, 
also would not have the left out, for the 
cloud that the Bow reveals its splendor. 


SOME NEW TESTAMENT PROBLEMS THE

THE GENERATION SCHEMES MATTHEW 
LUKE 


CHAIM KAPLAN, PH.D. 


PROFESSOR (Harvard Theological Review, XIV: 
196) discusses the generation scheme Matthew 
I:1-17 whereby offers solution based the assump- 
tion that the author counted thirty-five years genera- 
tion, fourteen generations making the total four 
hundred and ninety years. This figure comes near the 
true length the period from David the but 
variance with the traditional chronology which 
assigns four hundred years the period from Abraham 
the Exodus (Genesis 15, 13) and 480 years from the 
Exodus the building the temple Kings 6:1). Ac- 
cording the Biblical data the period from Abraham 
David extended more than eight hundred years, 
that the discrepancy between the Biblical numbers and 
Matthew would too large the fourteen generations 
represented 490 years. 

The ten weeks Enoch 93-91 are interpreted the 
same manner; 490 years constitute one This mode 


adding the years the reigns the kings, arrive 
the total 430 years for the duration the first temple. The 
rabbis reduce this figure 410 years; the year accession every 
king coincides with the last year his predecessor; so, have 
count every case one year for two. Whatever the case may be, 
adding part the years David, get the result the 
required 490 years for the David-exile period. 

2In other parts Enoch 500 seems the favorite figure. 
Enoch X:10: “an eternal life—500 years.” The Palestinian Tal- 
mud, Berachoth I:1, likewise holds out the promise 500-year 
life the generations living Messianic times, 500 years repre- 
senting the total the years the patriarchs, Abraham’s 173 
(the two first years Abraham’s life are not counted; Abraham 
was three years old when acknowledged his Creator) +Isaac’s 
147 amount 500. The Bible promises reward 
for fulfilling God’s commandments: “that your days and the days 
your children shall many the land which the Lord swore 
your ancestors the days heaven upon the earth.” The 
rabbis interpreted this verse mean that the length human 
life the Messianic times will equal the ages Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob (“ancestors”) combined, which the same the 
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reckoning presupposes complete ignoring the Bib- 
lical chronology the author Enoch; Abraham, 
would come about 1470 Anno-Mundi—a date standing 
flagrant contradiction all systems chronology, 
Masocretic LXX Samaritan. 

The rabbinic passages corresponding Matthew 
I:1-17 suggest another interpretation the latter.

apocryphal references. If, the other hand, begin 
with the gospels our basis and then trace the develop- 
ment legends, which blossomed out apocryphal writ- 
ings and occasional references later commentaries, the 
author’s theories will dissolve into nothing. Even such 
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Book the Nativity John should have existed, there 
evidence that earlier than the gospels and 
preferred them source, even though may well 
possible that Christian apocryphal writing part 
dependent earlier writings about the Baptist.

DER GEIST DES GANZEN. Julius Langbehn, the 
brandtdeutsch.” Compiled Benedikt Momme Nissen.

Much can learnt from systematic study the 
various camps into which (unfortunately) Christianity 
split Germany, most countries. But for com- 
plete view things one must examine the cross-currents, 
too, and take stock those religious thinkers who have 
passed from one camp the other—not out lightmind- 
edness, but after deep self-examination and wrestling 
with the mysteries faith and church. The two seces- 
sions conversions that have had the most rocket-like 
effect Germany this century are probably those 
Langbehn and Prof. Joseph Wittig; the former, 
Schleswig-Holstein Protestant, joining the Roman Cath- 
olic Church 1900; the latter, leaving that Church 
1926,—or, rather, being excommunicated after year’s 
fairly clear warning. With the highly literary but some- 
what modernistic writings this Silesian churchman 
cannot present deal. His mind was theologico-poetical, 
while the layman, Julius Langbehn, whose new book lies 
before us, was rather philosophico-religious. this work 
his fidus Achates has put into systematic form the more 
important part Langbehn’s papers, unpublished 
his death 1907, after having written remarkable 
biography 1926 (Herder). Langbehn himself had pub- 
lished (anonymously) 1890 his great book “Rembrandt 
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als Erzieher.” was rousing protest against the nar- 
row intellectualism the day, and particularly against 
the total neglect character training the Prussian 
school system. That year editions were published and 
more the following. present the work has well 
past the 50th edition: Germany seems learning the 
lesson. artist his finger ends, Langbehn vividly 
felt that what done must well done, perfectly 
rounded off; that this only possible when the doer 
throws his personality, his heart and soul, into the work, 
and when this soul his touch with Nature and 
with God.
